The  PKESiDEirr,  pro.  tem,^  announced  that  Coiimnssioncr  Wil- 
Lam  H.  Neilson,  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
7as  duly  elected  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President,  p7'o.  tein.^  appointed  Commissioners  Wetmore 
ind  Patterson  a  Committee  to  conduct  the  President  elect  to 
he  chair. 

The  Pbesedent,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Board  as 
bllows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Boakd  of  Education — While  thanking 
you  for  this  renewed  expression  of  your  confidence  and  regard,  it 
iflfords  me  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  on  the  increased  popu- 
larity and  prosperity  of  our  schools. 

The  average  attendance,  which  in  1873  was 100,615 

iV'as  in  1874 108,550 

Showing  an  increase  for  1874,  including  Twenty-third 

and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,  of 7,935 

Deducting  the  attendance  of  those  two  Wards 4,130 

(Vehave  as  the  increased  average  attendance  in  the  city, 

exclusive  of  the  annexed  district 3,805 
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The  number  of  Bchools  and  departments  now  under  the  direct 
jurisdiction  of  this  Board  is  261,  besides  which  there  are  several 
corporate  schools,  which  receive  for  their  support  a  provision 
from  the  school  money.  During  the  last  year,  one  school,  Primary 
No.  38  in  Cedar  street,  and  one  department,  Female  Grammar 
School  No.  5,  have  been  discontinued,  and  six  new  schools 
have  been  opened — viz.,  one  each  in  the  Third,  Twelfth,  Thir- 
teenth and  Nineteenth  Wards,  and  two  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward, 
all  primary  schools,  the  one  in  the  Thirteenth  Ward  and  that  in 
the  Nineteenth  Ward  being  branches  of  primary  departments  of 
grammar  schools.  The  policy  of  closing  schools  in  districts 
where,  from  diminished  population,  they  are  no  longer  needed, 
should  be  adhered  to  as  a  proper  measure  of  economy  in  the 
administration  of  our  trust.  Three  additional  sites  for  school 
buildings  have  during  the  year  been  purchased  in  the  Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  Wards.  During  the 
past  year  three  new  school  buildings  have  been  commenced  and 
are  proceeding  to  completion — viz.,  one  for  Primary  School  No. 
9,  on  First  street,  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward  ;  one  for  a  grammar 
school  on  128th  street,  in  the  Twelfth  Ward,  and  the  other  for  a 
grammar  school  on  Fifty-fourth  street,  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward. 

The  cost  of  the  school  system  for  the  year  1874  was,  including 
the  support  of  the  Eighth  District,  about  $3,769,000 .  The  amount 
allowed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  for  the 
schools  in  the  County  of  New  York  was  $3,752,000  ;  to  this  was 
added  an  allowance  of  $166,000  for  the  support  of  the  schools  in 
the  newly  annexed  district,  making  a  total  of  $3,918,500. 
From  this  sum  the  Board  of  Education  voluntarily  relinquished 
$160,000. 

At  the  appointed  time,  during  the  fall,  the  Board  of  Education 
sent  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  an  estimate 
of  $3,683,000  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  including  the  Eighth 
District,  the  Nautical  School,  and  the  cost  of  enforcing  the  Com- 
pulsory Education  law.     This  Board  was  alive  to  the  necessity 
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of  keeping  the  expenses  of  onr  schools  at  the  lowest  cost  at 
which  they  could  be  properly  conducted.  The  members  realized 
that  the  high  rate  of  taxation  required  for  the  support  of  the 
city  government  admonished  every  ofllcer  charged  with  expend- 
ing the  public  money  to  be  frugal  and  cautious,  and  the  re- 
quisition was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
marked  down  to  the  minimum  fiocure  at  which  it  was  estimated 
the  schools  could  be  carried  on  for  the  year.  This  amount  asked 
for  was  finally  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
reduced  to  $3,583,000.  The  whole  amount  estimated  for 
salaries  of  teachers  being  allowed,  but  $100,000  was  deducted 
from  the  amount  required  for  general  purposes. 

This  reduction  will  prevent  the  erection  and  establishment  of 
new  schools  in  locations  where  they  are  loudly  called  for  by  in- 
creasing population  ;  and  when  we  consider  that  we  have  this 
year  the  Nautical  School  to  maintain,  and  the  Compulsory 
Education  law  to  enforce,  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  weigh 
well  the  appropriation  of  every  dollar,  using  our  best  judgment 
in  the  disposition  of  the  means  at  our  disposal,  endeavoring  to 
accomplish  the  most  desirable  results  with  the  least  possible 
outlay. 

We  should  earnestly  call  upon  trustees  and  teachers  by  the 
.exercise  of  the  most  vigilant  economy  to  prevent  all  unnecessary 
expenses.  Our  system  is  composed,  as  has  been  shown,  of  261 
schools  and  departuients.  If,  therefore,  an  average  of  $1,000  in 
each  of  these  schools  and  departments  is  saved  or  spent,  the 
aggregate  sum  is  $261,000. 

The  Board  of  Education  have  in  the  past  year  wisely  resisted 
all  applic<ations  to  tear  down  substantial  buildings  in  order  to 
substitute  others  of  a  newer  style  and  fashion.  Several  buildings 
which  it  was  urged  should,  at  great  expense,  be  torn  down  and 
replaced,  have,  at  a  moderate  cost,  been  enlarged,  repaired,  and 
made  in  every  respect  all  that  should  be  desired.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  no  departure  from  this  precedent  will  hereafter  be 
approved. 
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To  what  extent,  beyond  the  simple  elements,  the  State  :8honld 
be  required  to  educate  her  children,  is  a  question  which  will  this 
year  call  for  your  serious  and  deliberate  consideration.  Where 
exactly  we  should  draw  the  line  between  what  shall  be  taught 
and  what  must  be  excluded  deserves  the  most  intelligent  di8« 
crimination.  There  will  be  fonnd  but  few  to  advocate  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  teaching  above  the  rudiments,  while  there  are 
many  who  charge  that  we  are  now  going  beyond  the  limits  of 
common  school  instruction.  Those  who  refer  to  the  early  days 
of  our  public  schools  and  would  set  back  the  system  to  the  old 
mark  must  remember  that  the  world  moves  on,  and  that  circum- 
stances and  sentiments  develope  and  mature,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  those  having  in  charge  a  great  public  trust  to  recognize  and 
deal  with  the  present  situation.  That  to  some  extent  our 
scholars  are  required,  or  induced,  to  undertake  too  many  studies 
at  one  time,  and  that  in  manj?  cases  they  are  compelled  to  devote, 
out  of  school,  too  much  and  too  severe  application  to  their  h»' 
sons,  I  am  inclined  to  believe.  It  may  bo  that  the  instruction  is 
not  always  as  practical  as  it  should  be,  and  that  frequently  that 
which  should  be  thoroughly  and  accurately  taught  is  slighted, 
while  the  pupil  is  hurried  into  studies  for  which  there  has  been 
no  previous  preparation,  and  for  which  there  is  an  insufficiency 
of  intellectual  maturity.  Our  first  duty  is  to  provide  plain  and 
practical  instruction  to  be  imparted  by  teachers  who  understand 
their  work,  and  who  arc  experts  in  that  which  they  undertake  to 
teach.  About  this  there  can  be  no  dispute.  The  foundation 
must  be  substantially  laid.  How  high  and  how  aesthetically  we 
shall  build  is  open  to  discussion  by  those  who  differ  widely  in 
their  views. 

Since  the  Board  of  Education  received  the  schools  from  the 
Board  of  Public  Instruction  they  have  revised  the  course  of 
study,  striking  from  it  much  that  was  pretentious,  with  which  it 
was  embarrassed,  and  engrafting  upon  it  much  that  is  thoroughly 
utilitarian.  Something  more  may  yet  remain  to  be  done  in  the 
same  direction,  in  order  to  render  it  so  simple  and  practical  that 
cur  scholars  may  be  taught  only  that  which  it  is  important  they 
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dionld  learn,  infitead  of  being  encouraged  to  reach  after  that 
'which  they  cannot  grasp.  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry  whether  we 
are  not  teaching  too  much  by  rote,  and  whether  the  instruction 
would  not  be  more  efficient  and  some  expense  saved  by  reducing^ 
the  number  and  variety  of  text  books  in  use  in  our  schools.  In 
previous  communications  to  the  Board  of  Education  I  have 
recommended  a  change  in  the  arrangements  of  some  of  our 
schools  so  as  more  completely  to  adapt  them  to  the  wants  of  the 
neighborhoods  in  which  they  are  located.  To  this  suggestion 
I  would  again  invite  your  attention. 

We  are  maintaining  schools  as  grammar  schools  which  would 
better  thrive  and  accomplish  a  more  useful  work,  and  do  it  more 
economically  as  a  higher  grade  of  primary  schools,  with  all  the 
departments  in  the  building  consolidated  into  one  school,  graded 
from  the  lowest  primary  class  up  through  as  many  grammar 
school  grades  as  there  are  scholars  sufficient  to  form  the  classes* 

i'he  complaii)t  is  made  that  the  mere  administration  of  our 
schools  involves  too  great  expense,  that  a  principal  to  each  de- 
partment is  not  needed,  and  that  hannony  would  be  promoted 
by  having  but  one  principal  in  a  building.  While  I  am  un- 
willing prematurely  Jto  commit  myself  to  such  a  policy,  I  recom-^ 
mend  that  the  experiment  be  tried  whenever  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  the  principalship  of  a  primary  department  in  a  building 
exclusively  occupied  by  one  sex ;  in  which  case  the  principal  of 
the  grammar  department  might  be  placed  temporarily  also  over 
the  primary  department. 

The  Normal  College,  since  its  reassembling  in  September, 
shows  a  very  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils.  The 
changes  made  last  year  in  the  course  of  study,  as  it  was  re- 
ceived from  our  predecessors,  have  removed  difficulties  which 
before  existed.  Some  further  moditications  in  its  arrangements 
will  add  to  its  popularity,  and  make  it  conform  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  established. 

I  trust  that  this  year  may  be  allowed  to  pass  without  any 
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distnrbanoe  of  teachers'  salaries  or  agitation  of  the  question. 
It  is  generally  conceded  by  the  members  of  this  Board  and 
by  citizens  out  of  it,  that  the  salaries  which  we  are  paying 
our  teadiers  are  not  too  high,  and  as  we  shall  not  have  the 
means,  even  if  so  disposed,  to  increase  salaries,  no  good  can 
arise  from  the  discussion  of  the  question.  Teachers  are  alarmed 
and  made  nervous  by  propositions  to  interfere  with  their  fixed 
compensation,  are  unsettled  in  their  plans  and  calculations  for 
the  future,  and  to  a  degree  unfitted  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  1  would  have  them  feel  assured  that  while  they  are  ca- 
pably and  faithful  to  their  trust  their  salaries  shall  not  be 
reduced. 

On  the  first  day  of  this  year  the  law  commonly  known  as  the 
"  Compulsory  Education  law"  went  into  effect  This  Board  has 
passed  an  ordinance  in  conformity  therewith,  which  may  require 
some  slight  modification  before  receiving  the  approval  of  a  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  there  is  no  doubt  it  will  promptly 
obtain,  and  the  ordinance  will  then  immediately  go  into  operation. 

The  Board  has  resolved  that  during  the  present  month  a 
superintendent  and  eight  subordinate  agents  of  truancy  shall  be 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  law.  That  a  great 
moral  effect  has  already  been  produced  by  the  action  taken  is 
evidenced  by  the  application  for  admission  to  our  schools  from 
children  who  have  heretofore  neglected  to  attend  school,  and 
who  would  under  the  law  be  subject  to  the  compulsion  and  their 
parents  liable  to  the  penalty.  While  the  law  should  and  will  be 
enforced  as  far  as  practicable,  this  Board  will  keep  prominently 
in  view  its  beneficent  character,  and  will  instruct  its  agents  to 
use  their  authority  with  gentleness  and  discretion,  seeking  rather 
to  win  by  argument  and  persuasion  than  to  drive  by  force.  We 
should  earnestly  ask  the  aid  of  all  benevolent  citizens  in  carrying 
out  this  law,  exerting,  where  they  can,  such  an  influence  over 
parents  as  may  induce  them  to  send  voluntarily  their  childrea 
to  be  properly  instructed,  and  supplementing  our  efforts,  in  cases 
of  poverty,  by  providing  suitable  school  garments  for  those  who 
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coald  not  otherwise  procare  them,  and  assisting  families  depend- 
ent for  support  upon  the  employment  of  the  children,  enabling 
those  children  to  be  more  easily  spared  from  their  daily  toil. 
Let  UB  call  upon  all  good  citizens  to  give  us  in  every  way  their 
moral  and  material  co-operation  in  this  delicate,  onerous  and 
imporUnt  work. 

The  Nautical  School,  placed  by  the  law  under  the  charge  of 
this  Board,  is  now  prepared  to  commence  the  work  of  "  educating 
and  training  pupils  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation." 
The  United  States  ship  St.  Marya^  lying  in  the  East  River,  at 
the  foot  of  Twenty-third  street,  is  receiving  on  board  such  lads 
of'  good  character  as  shall  have  passed  the  required  examination. 
This  school  must  not  be  regarded  in  any  respect  as  a  reformatory 
institution.  It  has, for  its  object,  the  preparation  of  young 
men  of  unquestionable  character,  for  service  in  our  commercial 
marine.  No  young  man  will  be  received  as  a  pupil  who  cannot 
bring  evidence  of  antecedent  good  character.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  greatest  commercial  city  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  whose 
future  greatness  and  glory  must  depend  upon  her  commerce,  will 
cheerfully  encourage  an  enterprise  so  directly  for  the  advance- 
ment of  her  peculiar  interest,  and  that  the  good  results  from 
this  school  will  be  so  marked  that  its  usefulness  will  be  extended 
by  enlarged  aecomLiodationsforan  increased  attendftuce  upon  its 
instruction  and  training. 

The  matter  of  the  school  buildirig  in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward, 
which,  since  the  annexation  of  the  Westchester  district,  has  been 
in  dispute  and  litigation,  was  early  in  this  month  finally  settled, 
the  city  having  paid  the  judgment,  and  received  the  property. 
It  is  now  proper,  that,  without  prejudice,  the  building,  its  loca- 
tion and  surroundings,  #6  carefully  examined  to  ascertain 
whether  it  can  be  made  safe  and  suitable  for  occupation  by  our 
teachers  and  children. 

The  Board  of  Education  will  be  held  by  the  people  to  a  strict 
account  for  the  proper  management  of  the  school  system,  and  it 
will  not  be  possible  to  shift  any  portion  of  the  responsibility  upon 
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other  bodies  or  individuals.  Clothed  by  statute  with  '^  full  con- 
trol  of  the  public  schools  and  public  school  system  "  of  this  city, 
it  must  see  that  nothing  good  fails  and  no  evil  prevails  through 
its  neglect  or  hesitation  to  act  While  the  Trustees  have  their 
designated  functions  and  duties,  their  acts  are  subject  to  revision 
by  this  Board  and  themselves  removable  by  it  for  cause  ;  there- 
fore, if  any  wrong  in  our  schools  is  tolerated  the  charge  will  be 
justly  made  that  the  Board  of  Education  is  remiss  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  duty. 

Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Education 
may  prescribe,  the  Trustees  are  empowered  to  appoint  the  subor- 
dinate teachers  for  the  schools  in  their  respective  Wards,  while 
upon  the  Board  of  Education  devolves  the  duty  of  appointing 
principals  and  vice-principals  for  all  tlie  schools.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  have,  indeed,  during  twenty  days,  the  privilege  of  nomi- 
nating, suggesting  the  names  of  candidates,  or  expressing  a  pre- 
ference for  the  persons  to  fill  the  vacancies,  but  after  the  expira- 
tion  of  twenty  days  the  power  to  appoint  is  absolute  with  this 
Board.  Where  the  power  is  lodged  there  rests  the  responsibility 
for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  power,  judiciously,  impartially, 
firmly.  Any  delicacy  which  admits  that  the  local  Boards  have 
the  right  to  dictate  appointments  of  principals  or  vice-principalsj 
nullifies  the  law  which  has  for  a  wise  purpose  placed  the  author- 
ity in  the  Board  of  Education.  In  making  these  appointments 
Ward  lines  should  not  be  regarded.  The  person  best  qualified  for 
the  position  and  taking  all  the  schools  of  the  city  as  parts  of  one 
great  system,  most  entitled  from  seniority  to  promotion,  should 
be  appointed.  By  no  other  course  shall  we  preserve  the  iinity  of 
the  system,  place  our  schools  under  the  best  management,  and 
encourage  the  esprit  de  corps  of  our  teachers. 

We  have  now,  gentlemen,  fairly  entered  Upon  the  new  year. 
Some  of  you  found  that  the  labor  and  care  of  the  past  year  en- 
grossed much  of  your  time  and  thoughts  ;  the  present  year,  with 
its  increased  obligations,  we  shall  probably  find  still  more  exact- 
ing in  its  demands,  but  the  importance  of  the  work  will  recon- 
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lie  you  to  the  labor  and  sacrilices.  .When  we  meet  to  consalt, 
eliberate  and  decide  npon  matters  which  will  coiue  before  ns, 
ur  opinions  as  to  the  policy  to  be  pursued  and  our  appreciation 
f  those  who  are  employed  to  do  the  work  may  widely  differ, 
n  advance  I  ask  from  those  whose  views  I  may  not  be  able  to 
dopt  that  same  charity  in  judgment  which  I  shall  cheerfully 
ccord  to  them,  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office 
irhich  has  been  your  gift,  I  bespeak  your  support  and  forbear- 
nce,  without  which  I  shall  be  powerless  to  perform  its  functions, 
["rusting  that  whatever  may  be  our  differences  of  judgment  and 
)ur  honest  conclusions,  our  mutual  confidence  and  friendly  rela- 
ions  will  not  be  impaired,  and  asking  for  each  one  of  yon  from 
he  others  on  the  floor  the  same  forbearance  and  consideration  I 
jrave  for  myself,  I  now  invite  you  to  proceed  to  the  business  of 
he  year.

Appeal  from  an  order  directing  a  mandamus  to  issue  against 
the  appellants. 

Lawrence,  J. 

I  am  in  favor  of  affirming  the  order  in  this  case,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  Appellant  Neilson,  but  I  have,  with  great  reluct- 
ance, been  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  order  below  is  er- 
roneous so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Appellants  Green  and  Earle. 

In  my  opinion  neither  Mr.  Green  nor  Mr.  Earle  has  anything 
to  do  with  the  claim  of  the  Relators. 

At  the  time  the  bills  of  the  Relators  were  audited  by  the  Ex- 
^utive  of  the  College,  a/jd  approved,  by  the  Trustees,  tii^  Bo^tA 
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f  Education  was  not  a  Dcpaitinent  of  the  Municipal  Government 
f  the  City  of  New   ^'ork,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of 
873,  in   reference  to   the   payment   of  moneys  from  the  City 
treasury,  did  not  api)ly  to  that  Board.     (Laws  1873,  p.  492). 

The  Board  of  Education,  prior  to  the  amendment  to  the  Char- 
er  of  1870,  passed  in  1871,  had  never  been  one  of  the  Depart- 
nents  of  tlie  City  Government,  but  had  always  been  a  separate 
•rganization,  having  its  own  separate  funds,  and  empowered  to 
Iraw  money  from  the  City  Treasury  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
-^isions  of  special  Statutes.     (Laws  1871,  Vol.  2,  p.  1244.) 

See  act  referred  to  in  P.  J.  Davis  opinion;  Also  Dane^sLaws^. 
>.  1054,  section  16. 

By  the  Act  of  March  21,  1873,  the  Board  of  Education  was 
igain  reconstructed  as  a  distinctive  Educational  branch  of  gov- 
jiTiment,  and  was  not  made  a  part  of  the  general  City  Govern- 
ment.    (Laws  1873,  p.  196.) 

So,  too,  in  the  enumeration  of  the  different  departments  of  the 
City  Government  contained  in  the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion is  omitted.     (Charter  Laws,  1873,  p.  491.) 

The  provisions  relating  to  the  drawing  of  moneys  from  the 
City  Treasury,  (Charter  1873,  p.  491),  only  relates  to  Depart- 
ments and  officers  of  the  City  Government,  as  such,  and  do  not, 
in  my  opinion,  apply  to  this  case,  where,  as  is  conceded  by  the 
Court  below,  and  by  the  llelator's  counsel,  the  claim  is  neither 
figainst  the  city  nor  county. 

The  acts  referred  to  in  the  opinion  at  Special  Term,  and  other 
acts  relating  to  the  same  subject,  contemplate  that  moneys 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  or 
of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  should  be  drawn  out 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  City  only  by  the  draft  of  the  Presi- 
d<^nt    of     said    Board   (of  Education)   countersigned    by    the 
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Clerk  of  said  Board.     (Laws  1847,  p.  208.     Laws  1866,  p.  560. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  not  a  party  to  this 
proceeding.  He  should  have  been  made  a  party,  and  the  manda- 
mus should  liave  been  asked  for  against  him,  as  well  as  the 
President.  (See  also  Laws  1851,  p.  737.  Dane's  Laws,  p.  1054, 
section  16.) 

The  City  Auditor  and  Comptroller  were  not,  in  my  opinion, 
either  necessary  or  proper  parties  to  the  proceeding,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter  which  are  relied  upon  by  their  counsel 
do  not  seem  to  me  to  give  to  the  one  the  right  to  audit  nor  to  the 
other  tJie  right  to  draw  a  warrant  for  any  claim  arising  out  of 
an  employment  by  the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  New  York. 

If  it  should  be  said  that  a  portion  of  the  Relator's  claim  ac- 
crued while  the  Board  of  Education  constituted  a  part  of  the 
City  Government,  the  obvious  answer  seems  to  me  to  be,  that 
long  before  the  work  had  been  completed,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion had  been  reconstructed,  and  separate  and  distinct  govern- 
mental agency,  and  that  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  did 
not  therefore  apply  to  any  action  which  that  Board,  acting  as 
the  Trustees  of  the  College  of  New  York,  took  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  the  new  act,  and  that  the  auditing,  ratification  and 
approval  of  the  Relator's  bills  took  place  subsequent  to  the  pas- 
sage of  said  act. 

As  it  is  admitted  that  the  money  has  been  raised,  that 
the  amount  claimed  by  the  Relator  is  due,  and  that  there  is 
nothing  but  a  technical  objection  to  the  payment  of  the  Relator, 
I  think  that  the  proper  order  in  this  case  will  be  to  aflBrm 
the  order  below,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  appellant  Neilson,  to 
reverse  it  as  to  the  appellants  Earle  and  Green,  without  costs, 
and  with  leave  to  the  Respondents  to  immediately  apply  to  the 
Court  for  a  mandamus  against  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, to  compel  him  to  countersign  the  draft  of  the  President 
of  the  Board,  in  case  such  Clerk  should  refuse  so  to  do. 
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On  motion — 

Ordered^  Tliat  said  communication  and  opinion  be  entered  in 
full  in  the  minutes,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws, 
Blections  and  Qualifications.

Certiorari  to  review  tlie  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, on  appeal  from  an  order  of  Trustees  removing  the  Rela- 
tor as  an  Assistant  Teacher  in  the  Public  Schools.

Davis,  P.  J. 

The  Relator  was  an  Assistant  Teacher  in  the  Male  Department 
of  Grammar  School  No.  21,  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward  of  the  City 
of  New  York. 

On  the  29th  of  January,  1874:,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Com- 
mon Schools  of  the  Fourteenth  Ward,  at  a  meeting  held  by  them, 
passed  the  following  resolution  : 

jReadved^  That  Miss  Catharine  Murphy,  Sixth  Assistant  Teacher 
in  Male  Department  of  Grammar  School  No.  21,  in  accord' 
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ance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Superintendent, 
be,  and  she  is  hereby  removed  for  incompetency. 

On  the  30th  of  January  a  copy  of  this  resolution  was  served 
on  the  Relator,  and  another  copy  was  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

On  the  4th  day  of  February  the  Relator  appealed  to  the  Board 
of  Education. 

On  the  6th  of  February  a  majority  of  the  Inspectors  of  the 
District  approved  the  removal  of  the  Relator,  in  writing,  by  sign- 
ing a  certificate  to  that  efi[ect  at  the  bottom  of  the  copy  of  the 
resolution  of  Trustees,  then  on  file  with  the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  of  Education,  pursuant  to  section  45  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  said  Board,  referred  the  appeal  to  the  Coni- 
mittee  on  Teachers. 

The  Relator,  pursuant  to  notice,  appeared  before  the  said  Com- 
mittee on  the  10th  of  February,  1874,  in  person  and  by  Counsel, 
and  filed  with  the  Committee  a  series  of  objections  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Trustees  and  Inspectors,  and  to  the  regularity  of 
her  appeal,  upon  which  she  insisted  that  '^  The  removal,  for  all 
the  purposes  of  this  appeal,  was  and  is  irregular^  and  the  appeal 
must  therefore  be  sustained." 

The  Committee  overruled  the  objections  and  adjourned  the 
hearing  of  the  appeal  to  the  17th  of  February. 

On  the  17th  of  February  the  Relator  again  appeared,  and  pre- 
sented and  read  to  the  Committee  a  paper,  in  the  form  of  an  afii- 
davit,  to  which  she  offered  to  make  oath,  but  was  informed  by 
the  Committee  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  do  so. 

The  hearing  was  then  further  adjourned  to  the  24th  of  Feb-^ 
ruarj^  at  which  time  the  Relator  appeared. 
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The  Comraittee  proceeded  to  hear  the  statements  of  the  Assist- 
ant Superintendent,  Mr.  Harrison,  an  Inspector  of  the  District, 
Mr.  Hunter,  and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ward,  Mr.  Smith, 
and  of  the  Relator  on  her  own  behalf. 

The  Relator  requested  and  insisted  that  the  statements  should 
be  on  oath,  and  the  persons  named  should  be  sworn  as  wit- 
nesses. 

The  Committee  refused  to  require  these  statements  to  be  on 
oath. 

The  Relator  also  offered  to  prove  the  facts  alleged  in  her  state* 
ment  presented  to  the  Committee  on  its  lirst  meeting,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  was  that  the  ''  Principal  of  said  Male  Depart- 
ment" was  incompetent,  "both  as  a  Principal  and  Teacher," 
and  that  her  incompetency  was  due  to  the  incompetency  and 
neglect  of  the  Principal. 

The  Committee  refused  to  receive  such  proof,  or  to  enter  upon 
any  investigation  of  the  allegations  against  the  Principal  or  other 
persons  named  in  the  statement. 

The  Committee  reported  to  the  Board  a  statement  setting  forth 
iheir  proceedings,  with  a  resolution  approving  the  action  of  the 
Trustees  in  removing  the  Relator,  together  with  a  resolution 
requesting  the  Trustees  to  transfer  her  to  some  position  in  one 
of  the  Primary  Departments. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1874,  the  Board  of  Education  disposed 
finally  of  the  appeal  by  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Coni- 
mittee  and  the  resolutions  therein  contained. 

The  Teachers  employed  in  the  Public  Schools  of  this  city  do 
not  hold  a  public  office. 

'They  are  simply  employes  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Schools  in 
whose  service  they  are  engaged,  but  the  manner  of  employing 
and  of  removing  them  is  regulated,  to  some  extent,  by  statute. 
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The  12th  section  of  the  act  relative  to  Common  Schools  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  passed  April  25,  1864  (see  Laws  1864,  page 
825),  provides  that '-  The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Ward,  by 
the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  in 
office,  may  remove  Teachers  employed  therein  other  than  Princi- 
pal and  Vice-Principals,  and  may  also  remove  Janitors,  provided 
the  removal  is  approved  in  writing  by  a  majority  of  the  Inspec* 
tors  of  the  District,  and  provided  further  that  any  Teacher  so 
removed  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Education, 
under  such  rules  as  it  may  prescribe;  and  the  said  Board  shall 
have  power,  alter  hearing  the  answers  of  the  Trustees,  to  reinstate 
the  Teacher." 

The  number  of  Trustees  in  each  Ward  is  five,  and  the  number 
of  Inspectors  in  each  District  is  three  (Laws  of  1873,  chap.  112, 
sec.  6  and  sea  7). 

The  papers  show  that  the  Relator  was  removed  at  a  stated 
meetingof  the  Board  of  Trustees,  four  Trustees  being  present, 
and  that  the  resolution  of  removal  was  unanimously  adopted,  and 
it  appears  that  two  of  the  xhree  Inspectors  afterwards  approved 
such  removal  in  writing. 

The  action  of  these  officers  respectively  was  strictly  regular 
under  the  statute . 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  approval  of  the  Inspectors  should 
be  given  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  nor  is  it  re- 
quired to  precede  the  action  of  the  latter  body. 

It  is  enough  that  it  is  given  in  writing  after  the  Board  have 
acted,  and  its  endorsement  in  this  case  upon  the  resolution  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Education  was  a  proper  and  effective  mode  of 
expressing  the  approval. 

The  Eelator  had  taken  her  appeal  before  the  approval  of  her 
removal  hy  the  Inspectors. 
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That  might  have  been  a  proper  ground  for  dismissing  the  ap- 
peal as  prematurely  taken,  but  was  certainly  no  good  reason  for 
reversing  the  proceedings  appealed  from. 

Both  parties  having  gone  on  with  the  appeal  as  though  regu- 
larly taken,  we  are  not  at  liberty  to  consider  any  question  of 
regularity  relating  to  the  time  or  form  of  the  appeal. 

The  more  material  points  made  are,  first,  that  the  statements  of 
the  several  parties  were  heard  by  the  Committee  without  oath,  and 
that  the  Committee  overruled  the  request  of  the  Relator  that  the 
witness  be  sworn. 

The  statute  makes  no  provision  for  a  judicial  trial  on  the  sworn 
testimony  of  witnesses. 

The  manner  of  investigating  the  appeal  is  left  wholly  to  the 
sound  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

All  that  is  said  in  the  act  on  the  subject  is  that  "  the  Teacher 
80  removed  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, subject  to  such  rules  as  it  may  prescribe,  and  the  Board 
shall  have  power,  aiter  hearing  the  answers  of  the  Trustees,  to 
reinstate  the  Teacher." 

This  supervisory  power  is  not  necessarily  m  the  nature  of  a 
judicial  trial  of  issues  of  fact. 

The  substantial  duty  of  the  Board  is  to  see  that  injustice  has 
not  been  done  to  the  Teacher  by  the  Trustees,  and  that  the  re- 
moval has  not  been  made  upon  improper  or  inadequate  grounds. 

The  delicate  nature  of  the  duty  devolved  upon  the  Trustees,  to 
see  to  it  that  unfit  or  incompetent  persons  are  not  put  or  kept  in 
charge  of  the  children  who  attend  the  Common  Schools,  forbid 
the  idea  of  a  trial  with  the  formality  and  strictness  that  belong 
to  courts. 
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It  J8  only  necessary  to  suggest  that  they  must  often  act  upon 
moral  convictions  rather  than  established  facts,  and  upon  evi- 
dences of  unfitness,  physical,  mental  or  moral,  that  would  not  in 
courts  be  such  proof  as  would  justify  a  verdict  of  guilty  of  speci- 
fied offences  or  immoralities. 

Before  the  act  ol  1864,  above  quoted^  their  power  over  the 
subject  of  removing  teachers  was  subject  to  no  restraint  or  re- 
view, except  that  which  the  common  law  imposes  upon  all  con- 
tracts between  the  employer  and  the  employed. 

(Gildersleeve  vs.  The  Board  of  Education,  17  Abb.  207 ;  Res 
vs.  School  Oflicers,  18  Abb.  170.) 

The  law  has  only  limited  this  power  by  specifying  that  it  shall 
be  exercised  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
the  Trustees  in  ofiice,  and  that  the  removal  shall  receive  the 
approval  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Dis- 
trict (sec.  12,  Laws  of  1S64,  page  825). 

Where  these  requirements  concur  the  power  of  removal  is  as 
complete  as  ever,  with  the  exception  that  the  Teacher  may  appeal 
to  the  Board  of  Education  and  be  reinstated  if  that  body,  ^'  after 
hearing  the  answers  of  the  Trustees^^^  are  not  satisfied  that  the  re- 
moval was  proper. 

.  To  convert  these  proceedings  into  machinery  for  the  formal 
trial  of  issuable  questions  of  fact  would  not,  we  think,  be  carry- 
ing out  the  policy  or  intent  of  the  law,  and  would  be  disastrous 
to  the  well-being  and  good  administration  of  the  Schools. 

The  second  point  in  substance  is  that  the  Committee  refused  to 
take  testimony  in  relation  to  the  competency  of  the  Principal  of 
the  Department  in  which  the  Relator  was  an  Assistant  Teacher. 

This  refusal  was  altogether  right.  No  such  question  was 
properly  brought  before  the  Board  by  the  appeaL 

The  Relator  could  not  exculpate  herself  by  inculpating  another, 
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nor  excnse  the  incompetency  (which  the  offer  on  her  part  seemed 
to  admit),  by  showing  that  it  was  caused  by  the  alleged  incom- 
petency of  her  superior. 

The  fact,  if  established,  would  only  have  shown  that  both 
ought  to  have  been  removed,  and  not  that  she  ought  to  be  rein- 
stated. 

The  certiorari  should  be  dismissed,  with  costs.

Assuming  that  this  Court  has  the  power,  on  a  writ  of  oertiorari, 
to  review  the  proceedings  and  decision  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  relation  to  the  removal  of  Teachers  in  the  Common 
Schools  of  the  City  of  New  York,  I  have  failed  to  discover  on 
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examining  the  case  presented  any  error  which  would  warrant  us 
in  disturbing  the  action  taken  by  that  Board. 

Prior  to  the  year  1864:  the  power  to  contract  with  and  employ 
Teachers  in  the  Schools  was  vested  in  the  Trustees  of  the  several 
Wards,  under  such  general  rules  and.regidations  as  the  Board 
of  Education  might  adopt. 

(Laws  1851,  chap.  886,  sec.  10.) 

(Laws  1864,  chap.  101,  p.  ^01.) 

In  the  case  of  Gildersleeve  vs.  The  Board  of  Education  (17 
Abbt.  P.R.  p.  207)  the  General  Term  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  held,  Ciiief-Justice  Daly  delivering  the  opinion,  that  the 
power  to  employ  Teachers  necessarily  implied  the  power  to  re- 
move them.  And  this  Court  held,  in  the  case  of  The  People 
ex  rd.  McHugh  vs.  The  School  Officers  (18  Abbt.  165),  that 
under  the  law  as  it  then  stood  the  Board  of  Education  had  no 
appellate  jurisdiction  over  the  Trustees  of  Common  Schools,  in 
tlie  exercise  of  their  power  to  dismiss  Teachers  of  the  Ward 
Schools.  It  appeared  in  that  case  that  the  Board  of  Education 
had  passed  a  by-law  giving  to  a  dismissed  Teacher  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Education  when  removed  by  the  Trustees. 

• 

The  Court  held  that  the  right  to  prescribe  general  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  Trustees  in  employing  Teachers  did  not  give 
to  the  Board  of  Education  authority  to  supervise  the  action  of 
the  Trustees  in  appointing  or  removing  Teachers. 

Just  after  the  last  cited  case  had  been  decided  the  Legislature 
passed  an  act  by  which  it  was  provided  that  Teachers,  other  than 
Princij>als  and  Vice-Principals,  should  be  appointed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  "  Trustees,  and  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
"  Ward,  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
"  Trustees  in  office,  may  remove  Teachers  employed  therein, 
"  other  than  Principals  or  Vice-Principals,  and  may  also  remove 
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'•  JsinitorSj  provided  the  re^noval  is  approved,  in  writing  by  a  mor 
"  jority  of  the  Inspectors  of  Ike  District^  and  provided  f  urtlier 
"  that  any  Teacher  bo  removed  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the 
"  Board  of  Education,  undet^  sxich  rules  as  it  may  prescribe  ;  wad 
"  the  said  Board  shall  have  power^  aft^r  hearing  the  answers 
*'  of  the  Trustees^  to  reinstate  the  Teacher  "  (Laws  of  1864,  p.  625.) 

This  act  was  undoubtedly  passed  to  remedy  the  defect  which 
the  case  of  McHugh,  above  referred  to,  had  shown  existed  in  the 
law  relating  to  Common  Schools  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
was  designed  to  give  to  the  Board  of  Education  that  supervisory 
power,  in  the  matter  of  the  removal  of  Teachers,  which  McIIugh's 
case  had  settled  did  not  reside  in  the  Board  of  Education.  But 
it  will  be  observed  that  the  power  which  is  by  the  act  of  1864 
vested  in  tlie  Board  of  Education  is  discretionary. 

That  Board  has  the  power  on  appeal  to  reinstate  a  Teacher, 
but  there  is  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Education 
to  make  such  reinstatement. 

It  appears  by  the  case  that  the  Board  of  Education,  pursuant 
to  the  power  conferred  by  the  act  of  1864,  adopted  the  following 
rule  in  relation  to  the  hearing  of  appeals  taken  by  Teacliers : 

^  Sec.  45.  Upon  the  dismissal  of,  or  application  for  the  dis- 
"  missal  of  a  Teacher,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  tile  with  the 
**  Clerk  of  this  Board  a  copy  of  the  resolution  directing  the  same, 
"  and  notify  the  Teacher  in  writing  of  the  cause  of  such  appli- 
"  cation. 

"Said  Teacher  shall  have  tlie  right  to  appeal  to  this  Board 
"  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice  aforesaid  ;  and 
"  said  appeal  shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
"  Teachers,  to  examine  into  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the 
"  case,  and  report  to  this  Board. 

"  Pending  the  consideration  of  such  appeal  no  salary  shall  be 
"  paid  to  any  Teacher  acting  in  the  place  and  stead  of  said  ap- 
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"  pellant  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  this  Board,  nor 
"  shall  any  appointment  to  the  position  occupied  by  the  appel- 
*^  lant  be  acknowledged  by  this  Board.  It  this  Board  shall  decide 
"  that  there  is  no  good  cause  for  such  dismissal,  then  said  Teacher 
'*  shall  be  entitled  to  the  position  and  salary  he  or  she  had  at 
"  the  time  of  such  application,  with  pay." 

The  following  rule  was  also  adopted : 

"  Sec.  64.  No  Teacher  or  Janitor  shall  be  appointed  or  re- 
*'.  moved,  nor  shall  any  work  or  supply  be  ordered  or  procured, 
"  nor  shall  any  pay-roll,  or  bill,  or  other  claim  be  passed  in  any 
"  Ward,  except  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
*'  Ward,  and  the  making  of  every  appointment  or  removal,  and 
"  the  passing  of  every  pay-roll,  bill,  or  other  claim,  shall  be  cer- 
*'  tified  to  liave  taken  place  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
"  for  the  Ward,  at  which  a  quorum  was  present,  anu  the  ccrtiti- 
"  cate  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  Trustee  and  the  recording 
'*  officer  of  the  Board,  or  else  by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees." 

It  appears  by  the  return  to  the  writ  that  on  January  29,  1874^ 
^he  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ward  in  which  the  school  was  sit- 
uated passed  a  resolution  removing  the  Relator  for  incompetency, 
and  that  on  the  30th  day  of  January  following  a  certificate  of 
such  removal,  containing  a  copy  of  the  said  resolution,  was  filed 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  by  said  certificate 
it  also  appeared  that  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  at 
a  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  .of  the  Fourteenth 
Ward. 

A  copy  of  this  resolution,  with  a  notice  stating  that  the  same 
was  unanimously  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, held  on  the  29th  of  January,  was  on  the  30th  of  January, 
1874,  served  on  the  Relator,  which  notice  was  signed  by  three  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Ward,  the  President  of  the  Board  being  one 
of  those  signing. 
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The  certificate  filed  with  the  Qerk  of  the  Board  of  Education 
was  signed  by  four  of  the  Trustees,  including  the  President  of 
the  Boa»l. 

There  were  at  that  time  five  Trustees  in  each  Ward  (Laws 
1864,  p.  822-824). 

On  the  4th  of  February,  1S74,  the  Relator  appealed  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  on  the  6th  of  February  two  of  the  three 
Inspectors  of  the  Second  School  District  approved  the  action  of 
the  Trustees  in  removing  the  Relator,  by  certifying  in  writing  to 
that  effect 

This  approval  was  made  and  signed  at  the  Hall  of  the  Board 
of  Education. 

The  appeal  taken  by  the  Relator  was  referred  by  the  Board  of 
Education  to  the  Committee  on  Teachers,  pursuant  to  the  rule 
aforesaid. 

The  Relator  and  the  Trustees,  or  some  of  them,  appeared  be- 
fore said  Committee,  by  whom  an  examination  of  the  case  was 
had,  and  after  considenng  said  appeal,  the  Committee  sustained 
the  action  of  the  Trustees,  and  on  the  4th  of  March,  1874,  made 
a  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  favor  of  dismissing  the 
appeal,  which  report  was  subsequently  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Education. 

The  Relator's  counsel  has  argued  before  us  that  all  the  pro- 
ceedings for  the  removal  of  the  Relator  were  irregular  and  void. 

I.  It  is  contended  that  the  resolution  removing  states  that  she 
was  removed  for  incompetency,  and  that  no  proof  of  such  incom- 
petency had  been  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time 
the  resolution  of  removal  was  adopted. 

The  answer  to  this  point  seems  to  me  to  be  that  the  power  of 
removal  was  vested  in  the  Trustees,  subject  only  to  approval  by 
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"  pellaiit  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  this  Board,  nor 
"  shall  any  appointment  to  the  position  occupied  by  the  appel- 
*^  lant  be  acknowledged  by  this  Board.  It  this  Board  shall  decide 
"  that  there  is  no  good  cause  for  such  dismissal,  then  said  Teacher 
"  shall  be  entitled  to  the  position  and  salary  he  or  she  had  at 
"  the  time  of  such  application,  with  pay." 

The  following  rule  was  also  adopted : 

"  Sec.  64.  No  Teacher  or  Janitor  shall  be  appointed  or  re- 
*'.  moved,  nor  shall  any  work  or  supply  be  ordered  or  procured,

The  Relator's  counsel  has  argued  before  us  that  all  the  pro- 
ceedings for  the  removal  of  the  Relator  were  irregular  and  void. 

I.  It  is  contended  that  the  resolution  removing  states  that  she 
was  removed  for  incompetency,  and  that  no  proof  of  such  incom- 
petency had  been  laid  before  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time 
the  resolution  of  removal  was  adopted. 

The  answer  to  this  point  seems  to  me  to  be  that  the  power  of 
removal  was  vested  in  the  Trustees,  subject  only  to  approval  by 
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tlie  Inspectors,  and  that  if  they  were  satisfied  as  to  the  Relator's 
incompetency,  with  or  without  evidence,  their  power  to  remove 
the  Relator  therefor  cannot  be  questioned. 

II.  It  is  objected  that  the  sole  basis  for  the  Relator's  removal 
was  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Superintendent  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the  Board  was  not  authorized  to  act 
on  such  recommendation. 

As  the  Trustees  were  authorized  to  remove,  it  is  immaterial 
whether  their  action  proceeded  upon  their  pereonal  knowledge 
or  upon  communications  made  to  them  by  other  persons. 

III.  It  is  further  objected  that  it  does  not  appear  affirmatively 
that  the  removal  was  eftected  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  Trustees,  as  required  by  the  act  of  1864. 

The  reply  to  this  point  is,  tliat  it  appears  that  the  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  at  a  staUd  meeting^  and  that  the  certi- 
ficate is  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Trustees. 

In  Gildereleeve's  case,  supra,  it  has  been  held  that  the  Trustees 
are  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice  of  a  stated  meeting,  held  pursu- 
ant to  the  By-Laws.  As  it  nowhere  appears  that  any  one  of  the 
Trustees  was  absent  from  the  meeting,  and  as  more  than  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Trustees  certify  that  the  resolution  of  removal  was 
unanimously  adopted,  at  a  stated  meeting,  the  presumption  is 
that  all  the  Trustees  were  present  when  the  resolution  was 
adopted. 

At  all  events,  the  certificate  is  presumptive  evidence  that  a 
quorum  was  present 

lY.  The  approval  of  the  Inspectors  was  regular.  There  were, 
by  law,  three  Inspectors  in  this  School  District 

Laws  1864:y  p.  822,  et  seg.,  I  find  nothing  in  the  Statute  which 
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requires  the  Inspectors  to  give  their  approval  to  the  removal  oiE  a 
Teacher  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  or  simultaneously  therewith. 
Even  if  such  approval  should  by  law  have  been  given  before  the 
Belator  appealed,  the  point  cannot  avail  the  Relator,  because  it 
proves  only  that  the  Relator's  appeal  was  premature. 

The  cases  cited  by  the  Relator's  counsel  do  not  apply  to  this 
case,  inasmuch  as  they  are  eases  in  which  the  power  to  remove 
was  vested  in  two  bodies,  designed  by  law  to  meet  in  joint  ses- 
sion or  simultaneously. 

The  act  of  1864  contains  no  such  requirement.    The  Inspectors 
are  not  a  Board,  and  do  not  act  as  a  Board,  but  as  individuals 
clothed  with  certain  official  power. 

V.  All  the  points  made  by  the  Relator's  counsel  in  relation  to 
the  course  of  proceeding  on  the  appeal  to  tlio  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  as  to  the  refusal  to  examine  witnesses  under  oath,  are, 
in  my  judgment,  not  well  taken. 

The  Statute  has  not  prescribed  any  particular  mode  of  proced- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Education,  nor  is  there  any  re- 
quirement that  witnesses  shall  be  examined  under  oath.  (Laws 
1864,  p.  825.) 

The  By-law  passed  pursuant  to  the  act  of  1864  provides  that 
the  appeal  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Teachers  "  to 
examine  into  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  to  re- 
port to  this  Board." 

It  also  provides  that  *'  if  the  Board  shall  decide  that  there  is 
no  good  cause  for  such  dismissal,  then  said  Teacher  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  position  and  salary  he  or  she  had  at  the  time  of  such 
application,  with  pay," 

Hero  the  Committee  on  Teachers  made  such  examination  and 
reported  their  conclusion  to  the  Board  of  Education,  by  which 
Board  the  report  was  adopted. 


.  t  .. 
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The  Board  of  Education,  instead  of  deciding  thai  there  was  no 
good  cause  for  the  removal  of  the  Teacher^  by  adopting  the  report 
of  the  Conamittee  affirmed  that  there  was  good  cause  therefor,  I 
find  no  irregularity  in  that  part  of  the  casa  t 

VI.  While  it  is  now  settled  in  this  State  that  upon  a  certiorari 
the  Court  can  examine  into  the  proceedings  of  an  inferior  tribu- 
;ial,  and  even  into  the  merits  of  the  ease,  I  do  not  underetand 
that  it  has  power  to  over-rule  or  nullify  the  judgment  of  the  in- 
ferior tribunal,  in  a  case  where  the  judgment  has  been  given  in 
the  exercise  of  a  discretionary  power. 

In  this  case  it  will  be  observed  that  the  act  of  1861  has  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Education  a  discretionary  power,  upon  .the  hear- 
ing of  appeal  from  the  action  oi  the  Trustees  in  removing 
Teachers. 

The  Board  has  power  alter  hearing  the  answere  of  the  Trus- 
tees to  reinstate  a  teacher. 

The  exercise  of  such  power  is  not  obligatory  or  mandatory. 

It  is  discretionary  or  permissive  after  hearing  the  answer  of  the 
Trustees.    (Laws  1864,  p.  825,  section  12). 

Now,  in  this  case,  the  Court  is  asked  virtually  to  reinstate  the 
teacher  by  the  reversal  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  of  the  Trustees. 

There  is  no  such  power  vested  in  the  Court. 

(People  ex  rd.  Banks  vs.  Board  of  Education.  2  Abbt.  W.  S., 
p.  185). 

Upon  a  thorough  examination  of  the  whole  ease,  I  am  satisfied 
that  this  is  not  a  case  in  which  the  Conit  should  interfere,  even 
if  vested  with  the  power  ^o  to  do,  and  therefore  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  writ  should  be  quashed,  with  costs  to  the  Respondents.

No  perBon  shall  be  employed  as  Janitor  in  any 
school  building  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  a  certificate 
from  the  Board  of  Health,  showing  that  he  or  she  has  been 
properly  vaccinated ;  said  certificate  must  show  that  each 
member  of  said  Janitor's  family  has  been  properly  and  effect- 
ively vaccinated  ;  and  no  person  shall  bo  employed  as  Jan- 
itor unless  he  or  she  have  a  certificate  of  qualification  signed 
by  the  Engineer  and  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Warm- 
ing and  Ventilation. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Elections  and  Quali- 
fications. 

Commissioner  Baker  oflfered  the  following  : 

Whereas^  The  Principal  of  Primary  School  No.  27,  in  the  Twen- 
tieth Ward,  has  resigned  her  position,  and  the  same  is  now

Ordered,  That  said  report  be  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes. 

Commissioner  Wetmoee  presented  a  report  from  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Nautical  School,  recommending  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  authorized  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  supplying  the 
pupils  of  the  Nautical  School  and  the  crew  of  the  Ship  St, 
Marys  with  the  provisions  required  by  said  pupils  and  crew  for 
the  period  of  one  year;  and  accompanied  with  the  following 
resolution : 

Resdved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  on  Nautical  School  be, 
and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  advertise  in  two  daily 
papers  for  two  weeks,  for  proposals  for  supplying  the  pupils 
of  the  Nautical  School,  and  the  crew  of  the  Ship  <S^.  J/ary*, 
with  the  provisions  required  by  said  pupils  and  crew,  for 
the  period  of  one  year  ;  the  contract  for  the  same  to  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  reported  to 
this  Board  for  its  approval  before  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted.

The  Pbesident  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would 
adopt  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

Commissioner  Townsend  presented  the  following  report  from 
the  Committee  on  By-Laws  : 

To  the  Board  of  Education : 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws,  Elections,  and  Qualifications  re- 
spectfully report:  That  they  have  presented  the  provisions, 
arrangements,  ndes  and  regulations,  concerning  habitual  truancy 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  of  children  there  between  the  ages  of 
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eight  and  fourteen  years,  passed  by  tlie  Board  of  Education  on 
the  16th  day  of  December,  1874,  to  Justice  Noah  Davis  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  have  requested  him  to  approve  of  the  same, 
and  have  had  several  interviews  with  liim,  and  that  he  has  ap- 
proved of  most  of  them,  but  has  raised  some  objections  to  others 
of  the  same,  and  has  suggested  and  offered  amendments  to  those 
objected  to  by  him,  which  amendments  the  Committee  also 
approve. 

That  said  provisions,  arrangements,  rules  and  regulations,  as 
approved  and  amended  by  Justice  Davis,, are  contained  in  the 
following  eleven  sections. 

That  said  eleven  sections,  with  one  other,  for  the  appointment 
of  a  superintendent  of  truancy  and  for  the  appointment  of  eight 
agents  of  truancy,  recommended  by  this  report,  will,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee,  essentially  accomplish  all  which  the 
provisions,  arrangements,  rules  and  regulations  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  on  said  16th  of  December,  1874,  were  de- 
signed to  accomplish. 

That  your  Committee  are  assured  by  Justice  Davis,  that  when 
said  provisions,  arrangements,  rules  and  regulations,passed  Decem- 
ber 16,  1874,  shall  be  modified  into  said  eleven  sections,  as  ap- 
proved and  modified  by  him,  that  he  will  formally  approve  of  the 
same. 

Tour  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

JSesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  New 
York  do  hereby,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  May  11, 
1874,  entitled  "An  Act  to  secure  to  children  the  benefits  of 
Elementary  Education,"  make  the  provisions,  arrangements 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  habitual  truancy  in  the 
City  of  New  York  and  children  there,  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  fourteen  years,  who  may  be  found  wandering  about 
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the  streets  and  public  places  of  said  city  during  school  hours 
of  the  school  days  of  the  term  of  the  public  schools  of  said 
city,  having  no  lawful  occupation,  and  growing  up  in  igno- 
rance, which  are  contained  in  the  following  eleven  sections, 
viz.: 

Section  1.  A  complete  census  of  all  children  in  each  Ward  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen 
years,  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  as  soon  as  the  same  can  ba 
done,  and  one  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  School  Trustees  of 
each  Ward,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk^  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Ward  shall  be  divided  into  as  many  Districts  as 
there  shall  be  School-Houses  in  theWard,  and  each  District  shall 
be  so  located  that  the  School-House  therein  shall  be  in  the  centre 
thereof,  or  as  nearly  so  as  practicable. 

Sec.  3.  From  the  census  above  directed  to  be  made  shall  be 
made  and  kept*  in  the  School-House  of  each  District,  in  each 
Ward,  a  record,  showing  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  each 
child  in  the  District  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen,  and 
of  each  child  attending  school  in  that  District,  who  resides  else- 
where, with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
the  child,  with  a  statement  whether  the  child  attends  school,  and, 
if  so,  the  place  where  such  child  attends  school. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Agent  of  Truancy 
or  other  officer  or  agent  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for 
each  of  the  eight  School  Districts  into  which  the  City  of  New 
York  was  divided  by  statute  before  these  rules  and  regulations 
were  made,  to  procure  the  attendance  of  the  children  within  their 
respective  Districts  and  elsewhere  in  the  city,  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  at  some  Public  School  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  and  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  said  law  of  May 
11,  1874,  and  to  do  so  by  means  of  argument  and  persuasion, 
and  by  means  other  than  force,  if  the  same  can  be  done;  that 
each  of  said  Agents  of  Truancy  shall  devote  his  whole  time  t  j 
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his  said  duties,  and  shall  have  such  annual  salary  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  of  each  school  to 
keep  the  said  register  in  said  school,  and  correct  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  as  children  named  there  shall  cease  to  attend  said 
school,  and  as  children  not  on  such  register  shall  attend  said 
school,  and  otherwise  as  may  be  needed,  and  to  use  their  in- 
fluence to  induce  the  children  in  the  District  around  said  school, 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  to  attend  said 
school,  to  ascertain  which  of  such  children  do  not  attend  school, 
and  to  inform  the  Agent  of  Truancy  of  the  District  where  any 
chiljj  resides  of  the  non-attendance  of  any  child  who  has  been 
accustomed  to  attend  or  ought  by  law  to  attend  sthool. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  of  Truancy,  or  other 
officer  for  that  purpose  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
shall  be  to  see  Xhat  said  law,  passed  May  11,  1874,  and  its  pro- 
visions are  carried  out  and  enforced  throughout  the  whole  city, 
and  that  the  several  Agents  of  Truancy  perform  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them,  and  that  actions  for  fines  and  penalties  under 
said  act  are  prosecuted  in  the  manner  directed  by  said  act,  and 
to  perform  all  other  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  these  regulations 
or  that  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Sec.  7.  Said  Superintendent  of  Truancy  and  said  Agents  of 
Truancy  shall  meet  twice  in  each  week,  or  of  tener,  and  transact 
such  business  in  relation  to  their  duties  as  may  be  necessary  at 
such  meetings;  said  Superintendent  shall  preside,  and  in  his  ab- 
sence some  Agent  of  Truancy  shall  be  elected  by  said  Agents  of 
Truancy  to  act  as  chairman,  and  said  Agents  of  Truancy  shall 
each  at  such  meetings,  and  from  time  to  time,  report  to  said  Su- 
perintendent all  matters  and  things  done  by  him,  or  which  ought 
to  be  done,  or  which  may  have  come  to  his  knowledge  or  other- 
wise relating  to  carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  said 
Act  of  May  11, 1874,  and  said  reports  shall  be  kept  by  said  Super- 
intendent for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  be  transmit- 
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ted  to  it  or  its  Clerk  whenever  required ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  Superintendent  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  at 
each  of  its  meetings  the  doings  of  himself  and  of  said  Agents  of 
Truancy,  and  all  matters  which  relate  to  the  enforcement  and 
-execution  of  said  law  ;  and  said  Superintendent  and  Agents  shall 
iold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
they  and  all  their  acts  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  said  Board. 

Sua  8.  The  City  of  New  York  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  of 
ascertaining  and  fixing  the  duties  of  the  Trustees  of  Schools 
therein,  be,  and  hereby  is  divided  into  twenty-four  Districts, 
oorresponding  exactly  with  the  several  Wards  of  said  city,  and 
the  School  Trustees  of  each  Wprd  shall  be  the  Trustees  mention- 
ed in  said  act  of  May  11,  1874 :  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  as 
Buch  Trustees  under  said  act  of  May  11,  1874,  in  the  months  of 
September  and  February  of  each  year,  in  their  respective  Wards, 
to  make  the  examinations  and  do  all  the  acts  and  things  by  the 
third  and  fifth  and  other  sections  of  said  act  required  to  be  done 
by  any  Trustee  or  Trustees  of  Schools,  and  all  other  lawful  acts 
•to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Agents  of  Truancy,  in 
their  respective  Districts,  when  they  shall  not  be  able  by  per- 
suasion, argument,  and  other  means  than  force,  to  procure  the 
attendance  at  school  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
fourteen  years,  who  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  ought  to 
attend  some  public  or  private  school,  and  who  is  under  said  act 
liable  to  arrest,  to  make  complaint  before  a  police  justice  of  said 
city,  and  procure  a  warrant  to  be  issued  by  said  justice  to  a  police 
officer  of  said  city,  and  such  child  to  be  arrested  and  brought 
before  said  justice,  and  if  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  said  act 
and  liable  to  commitment,  to  be  committed  to  Randall's  Island, 
to  be  restrained  and  detained  by  the  Commissioners  of  Charities 
and  Corrections,  and  sent  to  school  there,  or,  in  the  discretion  of 
said  justice,  to  be  committed  to  the  Society  for  the  Eeformatioa 
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of  Juvenile  Delinquents  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  Eandall's^ 
Island,  and  the  i»anager8  thereof,  to  be  by  th^m  restrained  and 
detained  and  sent  to  school  there,  and  whilst  so  restrained  and' 
detained  in  either  case,  said  child  shall  be  subject,  as  to  the  time 
and  manner  of  such  restraint  and  education,  to  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  law  and  the- 
well-being  of  other  children  detained  in  those  places  respectively. 

Sec.  10.  Those  portions  of  KandalPs  Island  respectively  under 
the  control  of  said  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Corrections, 
and  under  the  control  of  said  Society  for  the  Reformation  of 
Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  its  managers,  are  hereby  set  apart  and 
provided  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  suitable  places  for  the 
discipline,  instruction,  and  confinement  of  children  in  said  city, 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years^  convicted  of  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  said  act,  and  \yhenever  any  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  shall  be  brought  before  any 
police  justice  charged  with  a  violation  of  said  act  of  May  the 
11th,  1874,  and  it  shall  have  been  ascertained  and  determined  by 
such  justice  upon  the  examination  of  such  witnesses  as  may  be 
produced  before  him  by  any  party  interested  in  the  hearing,, 
either  on  subpoena  or  otherwise,  that  said  child  is  subject  to 
arrest  and  commitment  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  and  said 
child  is  convicted  of  a  violation  thereof  and  found  to  be  liable 
to  arrest  and  imprisonment  thereunder,  and  shall  be  committed 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act  by  said  police  justice,  he  or  she 
shall  be  detained  and  restrained  and  sent  to  school  at  one  of  the 
places  hereinbefore  designated,  as  in  the  discretion  of  said  justice 
shall  appear  most  proper  and  suitable  for  said  child. 

Sec.  11.  Each  police  officer  in  the  city  of  New  York  is  hereby 
required  to  aid  and  assist  in  all  things,  to  the  extent  of  his  power 
and  ability,  in  the  enforcement  and  carrying  out  of  all  the 
provisions  of  said  act  of  May  11,  1874,  and  of  the  aforesaid  rules 
and  regulations. 

Hesolved,  That  so  much  of  the  eleven  sections  of  provisions,  ar- 
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rangements,  rules  and  regulations  concerning  habitual  tru- 
ancy in  the  City  of  New  York,  passed  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation December  16,  1874,  as  are  inconsistent  with  the- 
foregoing  eleven  sections,  or  any  of  them,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Education,  in  the  City  of  New 
York,  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  the  same  can  be  done,  shall  appoint  a  Superin- 
tendent of  Truancy  for  the  whole  City  of  New  York,  and 
an  Agent  of  Truancy  for  each  of  the  eight  School  Districts 
into  which  the  city  was  divided  before  the  first  day  of  June, 
1874,  and  that  such  Superintendent,  and  said  Agents  of 
Truancy,  each  shall  receive  such  salaries  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  die  Board  of  Education.

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred,  at  the  meeting 
held  on  the  4th  of  November  last,  the  resolution  relative  to  the 
reduction  of  the  sum  of  $380,000  made  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  in  the  estimate  of  this  Board  for  the 
support  of  public  instruction  for  the  present  year,  respectfully 
report:  That  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  conveyed  by 
said  resolution,  your  Committee,  in  company  with  the  President 
of  this  Board,  attended,  by  arrangement,  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
s  of  Aldermen,  at  which  this  reduction  was  discussed.  The  Pres] 
\dent,  by  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  at  the  request 
6f  your  Committee,  addressed  that  body  upon  the  subject,  setting 
forth,  by  the  facts  and  figures  presented,  the  injury  that  would  be 
inflicted  upon  the  Public  School  system  by  an  adherence  to  the 
reduction  proposed ;  and  the  attention,  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
was  especially  invited  to  the  sum  deducted  from  the  estimate  for 
salaries,  $186,500,  as  especially  calculated  to  create  general  dis- 
satisfaction among  the  teachers,  and  in  many  cases  absolute  dis- 
tress, by  thus  compelling  this  Board  to  make  an  indiscriminate 
reduction  by  percentage  on  the  salaries  now  paid.  In  conse- 
quence of  these  representations  and  the  remonstrance  of  your 
Committee,  as  it  is  presumed,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  advised 
the  restoration  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of 
the  sum  deducted  from  the  estimate  for  salaries.  Previous  to 
this  action,  and  subsequently,  your  Committee  sought  an  official 
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interview  with  the  Board  of  Apportionment,  but  failing  to  obtain 
this,  the  individual  members  ot  vfiur  Committee  addressed  them- 
selves  to  the  individual  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  in  remonstrance  against  the  reduction  proposed, 
and  with  such  eifect  as  to  obtain  the  restoration  of  $280,000  of  the 
sum  deducted.  Your  Committee  regret  that  the  whole  amount  was 
not  restored,  as  requested,  but  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  state 
that  the  §100,000  deducted  will  not  positively  obstruct  the  progre^ 
of  the  public  scliools  or  interfere  with  the  future  plans  of  the 
Board,  except  to  defer  for  a  time  the  erection  ot  a  building  in  the 
Eighth  district  and  limiting  the  purchase  of  school  sites.  Satis- 
fied that  all  that  could  be  done  to  induce  the  financial  authorities 
of  the  city  to  reconsider  their  action  in  reference  to  the  great 
public  interests  in  the  charge  of  this  Board,  has  been  done,  and 
that  if  their  reconsideration  has  not  reached  our  proposition  in 
full,  that  we  may  congratulate  you  and  all  others  interested  in 
the  cause  of  public  education  that  the  injury  which  threatened 
it  by  the  unadvised  action  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment has  been  averted,  and  that  we  may  resume  the  business 
of  the  year  before  us  and  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  us  without  fear  of  financial  embarrassment,  we  respectfully 
submit  the  report  of  our  labors  and  the  result  for  your  consider- 
ation.

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  notifying

this  Board  of  the  amount  of  moneys  apportioned  for  the  purpos- 
es of  public  instruction,  respectfully  report :  that  the  amount 
apportioned,  including  one  hundred  and  three  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  distributed  to  the  Corporate  Schools,  is  $Ji,583,000  :  one 
hundred  thousand  less  than  the  estimate  submitted  to  that  Board 
in  September  last.  This  sum  your  Committee  propose  to  distrib- 
ute in  the  usual  form,  by  appropriation  of  the  larger  portion  of  it 
tor  the  general  or  current  purposes  provided  for  by  the  By-laws 
and  rules  of  the  Board,  and  in  such  amounts  as  are,  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  1874,  indicated  to  be  requisite  for  those  purposes. 
These  will  aggregate  $3,337,967  leaving  a  reserve  fund,  for  all 
special  purposes,  such  as  buildings,  repairs,  &c.,  $245,033. 

Among  the  current  purposes  that  appear  for  the  first  time  aa 
objects  of  expense  are  the  Nautical  School  and  Compulsory  Ed- 
ucation, the  sums  named  for  these  amounting  to  $80,000. 

Four  Committee  invite  the  special  attention  of  the  Board,  and 
of  its  several  Committees,  to  whom  is  largely  intrusted  the  super- 
vision of  its  expenditures,  to  the  unusually  small  amount  of  the 
reserve  fund,  which  can  only  be  increased  by  lessening  the  ex- 
penditures for  general  purposes,  through  the  application  of  strict 
economy  in  the  use  oi  the  sums  appropriated  for  those  purposes, 
which  fund,  unless  so  increased,  will  be  no  more  than  sufficient 
to  maintain  the  present  school  accommodations  and  the  efliciency 
of  the  system,  and  will  not  probably  permit  of  the  erection  of 
new  buildings  or  the  expenditure  of  any  considerable  sum  for 
sites. 

Resolutions  in  the  usual  form,  for  the  appropriation  of  the 
funds,  in  accordance  with  the  **  ability  "  afi*orded  by  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and  fixing  the  amount  to  be 
reserved  for  future  appropriations,  are  herewith  submitted,  with 
the  recommendation  that  they  be  adopted. 

Betohedj    That  the  sum  of  three  millions,  three  hundred  and 
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thirty  seven  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  sixty  seven  dollars 
($3,337,967)  of  the  moneys  apportioned  for  the  purposes  of 
public  instruction,  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment, for  the  year  1875,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  the  several  purposes  and  in  the  specific  sums 
herein  named,  the  payments  to  be  made  therefrom  in  accord- 
ance with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board 
governing  payments.

OriY    SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  report  of  the  City 
Superintendent  for  the  month  of  January,  as  follows : 

City  Superintendent's  Office,  ) 
Mkw  York,  February  17th,  1875. } 

To  the  Ilonorable  the.  Board  of  Education  : 

Gentlemen — As  required  by  law,  I  respectfully  report  tliat 
during  the  month  of  January  hist  the  followinfi;  schools  have 
been  visited,  and  their  condition,  with  respect  to  discipline,  pio- 
gress  in  scholarship,  &c.,  minutely  inquired  into,  namely  :  Gram- 
mar Schools  Nos.  14,40,  40,50;  Primary  Departments  11,  33 
and  55,  and  Primary  Schools  Nos.  4,  16,  28  and  29 ;  in  all  17 
schools  or  departments. 

In  these  Schools,  229  classes  were  examined,  of  which  the  in- 
strnction  in  153  was  found  to  have  been  exrefhnt;  in  70  (/oo^l; 
in  6  deficient.  In  onlv  four  of  the  clastjes  examined  is  there  any 
deficiency  in  discipline  reported,  and  the  general  management 
of  each  school  visited  is  reported  as  excellent. 

In  both  of  the  departments  of  Grammar  School  No.  33  the 
accommodations  afforded  are  insufticient  for  the  number  of  chil- 
dren in  attendance.  In  the  Primary  Department  the  overcrowd- 
ing is  so  excessive  as  not  only  to  obstruct  the  work  of  instiniction, 
but  to  be  seriously  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  pupils. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  this  evil  might  be  removed 
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by  tlie  eBtablishment  of  a  branch  of  this  school,  simihir  to  that 
recently  authorized  in  the  13th  Ward. 

The  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  all  the  schools  for  the 
month  of  January,  as  shown  by  the  returns  made  by  the  Princi- 
pals, was  93,825,  which  is  2,051  Jess  than  for  the  corresponding 
month  last  year:  a  falling  off  occasioned,  probably,  by  the  un- 
usually inclement  weather  of  this  season.  The  number  of  pupils 
enrolled  on  the  31st  ult.  was  130  more  than  at  the  same  date  last 
year. 

The  whole  number  of  days  of  absence  of  teachers  during  the 
month  of  January  was  1,943,  which  is  411  days  in  excess  of  the^ 
number  for  January,  1874.  This  large  amount  of  absence  is 
greatly  to  be  deplored,  as  it  is  necessarily  the  occasion  of  great 
loss  to  the  pupils  and  injury  to  the  schools,  impairing  the  disci- 
pline of  the  classes,  which  must  either  be  placed  under  new  and 
comparatively  inexperienced  teachers,  or  be  neglected  altogether. 
The  excess  of  absence  reported  at  this  time  is  due,  to  some  extent, 
to  the  fact  that  several  teachers  have  a  prolonged  leave  of  absence, 
their  places  being  in  the  meantime  filled  by  substitutes. 

I  append  hereto  a  list  of  teachers  in  whose  classes  the  amoimt 
of  absenteeism  during  the  month  has  been  in  excess  of  twenty 
per  cent.

(tentlkmen — I  herewith  submit  a  report  showing  the  oper- 
ations of  my  department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1874. 

All  of  the  buildings  used  for  public  school  purposes  are  com- 
fortably warmed,  and,  with  the  exception  of  Grammar  School 
Buildings  Nos.  10  and  05,  the  heating  apparatus  is  in  good  order. 
In  these  two  schools  the  apparatus  now  in  use  will  require  re- 
])airs  during  the  next  vacation. 

During  the  past  season  it  was  found  necessary,  in  many  of  the 
school  buildings,  to  remove  the  wood  stoves  which  had  become 
worthless,  and  substitute  coal  stoves  in  their  stead.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  economy,  I  would  recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  wood 
stoves  now  in  use  become  unfitted  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  placed  in  the  buildings,  that  coal  stoves  be  substituted, 
thereby  saving  this  Board  a  considerable  sum  of  money  in  the 
matter  of  purchasing  fuel.

Commissioner  Dowd  presented  a  report  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, submitting  a  Financial  Statement  for  the  year  1874,  as 
follows : 


To  tlie  Board  of  JEdncation  : 

The  Finance  Committee  present  herewith  the  annual  state- 
ment ot  the  financial  operations  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1874. 
The  total  expenditure  for  the  first  twenty-two  Wards  was  three 
million  two  hundred  and  twenty  seven  thousand  four  hundred 
and  tliirteen  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  ($3,227,413.52) ;  for  the 
lately  annexed  Sth  District,  comprising  the  23d  and  24th  Wards, 
it  was  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand  six  hundred  and 
ninety  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents,  ($147,090.83);  and  for  the 
Corporate  Schools,  directed  by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  one 
hundred  thousand  two  hundred  and  eight  d  »llars  and  eighty-five 
cents  ($100,208.85),  an  aggregate  of  three  niill'on  four  hundred 
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and  seventy-five  thousand  three  luindred  and  thirteen  dollars 
and  twenty  cents  ($3,475,318.20),  which,  deducting  the  expenses 
nf  the  8th  Dietrict,  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  less  than  the  total  expenditure 
f'>rlS73,  for  the  twenty-two  (22)  Wards,  inchiding  the  Corporate 
Schools  for  that  year,  this  sum  representing  very  nearly  the  difter- 
ence  between  the  amount  expended  for  1873  and  1874,  for  build- 
in;^s,  repairs,  furniture,  etr:.  The  sum  expended  for  supplies  to  the 
>cliools,  including  those  in  the  new  District,  wliifli  cost  ten  thou- 
SHiid  eii^ht  hundred  and  seventy  <lollars  (§10,870),  is  seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500)  less  than  that  expended  for 
twenty-two  Wards  in  1873,  while,  in  other  items,  sucli  as  gas  and 
fuel,  there  is  an  evident  decreiise  in  their  consumption  and  cost. 

The  amount  that  was  expended  in  the  twenty  four  Wards  for 
sites,  new  buildings,  furniture,  heating  apparatus,  and  repairs  by 
si>ecial  appropriations,  is  three  hundred  and  twenty  eight  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  ($328,528),  while  in 
1873,  for  the  same  purposes,  was  expended  the  sum  of  four  hund- 
red and  eighty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-eight 
dollars  ($481,758).  The  expenditure  for  salaries  of  teachers 
and  janitors  in  all  the  schools  in  the  first  twenty-two  Wards  is 
hirger  than  in  1873,  by  more  than  thirty-six  thousand  dollars 
i $36,000),  the  increase  being  mainly  in  the  Ward  Schools,  occa- 
sioned, no  doubt,  by  the  employment  of  teachers  required  for  the 
new  schools  opened  in  the  3d,  12th,  13th,  17th  and  19th  Wards,- 
and  the  increase  made  by  the  amended  By-Laws,  in  the  salaries 
of  the  provisional  teachers  of  the  German  language.  The  ex- 
tension of  the  Public  School  System,  year  by  year,  necessarily 
calls  for  the  additional  expenditure  of  money,  and,  if  the  Board 
Ciin,  by  the  exercise  of  a  proper  economy,  succeed  in  keeping  the 
future  aggregate  expense  of  the  tweiity  four  Wards  within  the 
sum  expended  in  1874  for  the  twenty-two  Wards,  without  im- 
l>airing  the  usefulness  of  the  system,  or  withholding  any  needed 
means  required  for  its  extension,  it  will  accouiplish  as  much  as 
can  reasonably  be  expected  by  the  friends  of  public  educati<»n. 
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The  expenditure  by  special  appropriations  includes  the  expense 
of  completing  the  Model  or  Training  School  Building,  and 
providing  its  furniture  and  heating  apparatus,  and  the  additional 
Primary  School  accommodations  provided ;  the  extensive  altera- 
tions made  to  buildings  Nos.  2, 45,  46  and  51  ;  the  purchase  of  one 
additional  lot  and  two  new  sites ;  partial  payments  for  erecting 
a  Primary  School  Buildiiig  in  the  17th  Ward  ;  and,  in  addition 
to  these,  the  very  general  repairs  and  furnishing  of  buildings  which 
was  accomplished  during  the  summer  vacation.  The  entire 
expenditure,  and  the  existing  liabilities  on  account  of  the  years 
1873  and  1874,  are  in  the  total  less  than  the  sums  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board  for  1873  and  1874,  about  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($186,000). 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  this  report,  and  the  state- 
ment annexed,  be  included  in  the  volume  of  minutes  for  the 
year  1S74.

Commissioner  Townsend  presented  a  report  from  the  Commit' 
tee  on  By-Laws,  Elections  and  Qualifications,  to  whom  was  re- 
committed their  report  relative  to  amending  Article  12,  Sectinn 
23  of  the  By-Laws,  stating  that,  upon  a  careful  reconsideration  of 
the  subject,  they  have  concluded  to  recommend  that  the  amend- 
ment, as  proposed  by  them,  be  adopted,  together  with  the  ameiul- 
ment  proposed  by  Commissioner  Wetmore,  and  accepted  by  the 
Committee  (see  Journal,  p.  823,  of  1874),  so  that  the  amendment 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

Amend  Article  12,  page  99,  of  the  Manual,  Section  33,  by 
adding  to  the  4th  subdivision  as  follows  : 

'^  Whenever  the  number  of  assistant  teachers  legally  permitted 
to  anv  school  is  in  excess  of  the  number  of  classes  in  said  school, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ward  to  transfer  said 
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teachers  to  other  schools  in  the  Ward,  where  their  services  may 
be  needed  ;  but  the  salaries  of  other  teachers,  as  determined  by 
the  average  attendance  of  the  precedina^  yoJir,  according  to  Ar- 
ticles XII  and  XIII,  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  by 
reason  of  said  tran.-fer.  The  Trustees  of  any  Ward  may  also 
decline  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  j^ehool  without  prejudice  as  to 
salary  to  rhe  tc  ichcrs  already  employed  in  said  school.  But  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  in  every  school  shall  be  fully  adjusted, 
so  as  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Articles  XII  and  XIII  at 
the  commencement  of  eacli  year. 

"In  no  Grammar  School  the  average  attendance  of  which  is 
less  than  500,  and  in  no  rrimary  School  or  Department  the 
average  attendance  of  which  is  less  than  700,  shall  any  teacher, 
except  the  Trincipal,  be  employed  for  any  other  purpose  than 
regular  class  instruction  ;  nor  shall  more  than  one  teacher,  in 
addition  to  the  Principal,  be  employed,  except  as  a  class  teacher, 
in  any  Primary  or  Grammar  School,  except  that  in  Grammar 
Schools  in  which  the  average  attendance  exceeds  800,  and  in 
Primary  Schools  or  Departments  having  an  average  attendance 
exceeding  1,200,  two  teachere  in  addition  to  the  Principal  may 
be  employed,  besides  those  engaged  in  the  regular  instruction  of 
classes ;  and  whenever,  by  reason  of  the  closing  of  a  school,  any 
teachers  are  without  employment,  though  drawing  the  salaries  of 
their  respective  positions,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Teachers  to  direct  their  employment  in  positions  in  which 
their  services  may  be  needed,  in  any  Ward,  according  to  arrange- 
ments to  be  adjusted  with  the  Trustees  of  said  Ward."

ARTICLE  30.— NAUTICAL  SCHOOL. 


Section  154.  There  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Presi- 
dent an  Executive  Committee  for  the  Care,  Government  and 
Management  of  the  Nautical  School ;  said  Committee  to  consist 
of  at  least  three  members. 

Section  155.  The  Nautical  School,  "for  the  education  and 
training  of  pupils  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation," 
established  by  authority  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  April 
24th,  1873,  shall  be  conducted,  until  otherwise  ordered,  on  board 
the  ship  St.  Marys^  loaned  to  this  Board  by  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  purposes  of  a  Nautical  School. 

The  otKcers  in  charge  of  said  ship,  and  conducting  said  Nauti- 
cal School,  shall  be  designated  as  follows:  Superintendent,  Ex- 
ecutive Officer,  Surgeon  and  Instructors,  to  hold  their  respective 
offices  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Board.  The  Superintendent 
shall  have  the  charge  and  control  of  the  school  and  ship,  and  be 
accountable  for  the  munagement  of  both,  and  for  the  safe  keej> 
ing  of  the  property  entrusted  to  his  care. 

The  Executive  Officer  shall,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the 
Superintendent,  Jiave  immediate  charge  of  the  crew,  and  shall 
bo  held  responsiblo  for  the  cleanliness  and  the  good  order  of  the 
ship;  he  shall  also  instruct  in  the  professional  branches. 
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The  Surgeon  shall  examine  all  candidates  for  admission  ti> 
tho  school,  have  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  suggest  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  tho  Committee  such  sanitary  measures  as  he  may 
at  any  time  deem  advisable  for  the  health  of  the  pupils  and 
crew ;  he  shall  also  act  as  Instructor  of  the  pupils  in  tho  pre- 
scribed studies,  etc.,  whenever  required  so  to  do. 

The  Instructors  shall  perform,  under  the  direction  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, such  duties  in  this  capacity  as  the  discipline  of  tho 
school  may  require. 

The  crew  employed  for  the  ship  shall  not  exceed  in  number 
twenty  of  all  rates,  who  shall,  subject  to  the  directions  of  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Nautical  Schools,  be  under  the  imme- 
diate control  of  the  Superintendent  ot  the  Nautical  School. 

Section  156.  The  Executive  Committee  on  Nautical  School, 
shall  have  power  to  appoint,  subject  to  the  authority  of  tho 
Board  of  Education,  the  officers  named  in  Section  155  of  theso 
By-Laws,  and  any  others  requisite  to  properly  conduct  said  Nauti- 
cal School,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  this  Board  • 
and  shall  also  have  power  to  ship  tho  crew  of  the  vessel  in 
which  the  Nautical  School  is  or  may  be  conducted,  not  to  exceed 
in  number  twenty  men  (20)  of  all  "  rates",  at  an  average  expense 
for  said  crew  not  exceeding  tho  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  month  in  tho  aggregate. 

Said  Committee  shall  cause  to  bo  furnished,  subject  to  the 
rules  of  this  Board,  all  suitable  supplies,  food,  luel,  etc,  for  the 
use  of  the  pupils  of  said  school  aud  the  crew  of  the  ship  ;  and 
the  "books,  apparatus,  static»nery,  and  other  things  necessary  or 
expedient  to  enable  said  school  to  be  properly  and  successfully 
conducted."  The  books,  maps,  stationery,  etc.,  for  the  pupils, 
and  the  fuel,  shall  be  obtained  through  the  De[)ository  and  tho 
Committee  on  Supplies,  on  the  orders  of  the  Sni)enntendent  of 
the  school,    countersigned    by   the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
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Committee.  Tlie  bills  and  monthly  pay-rolls  incurred  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Uy-Laws  and  rules  ot  this  Board  shall  be  paid  on 
the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

Section  157.  The  Executive  Committee  on  Nautical  School 
may  obtain  by  purchase  such  tackle,  chains,  boats,  sails,  or  other 
material  needed  for  the  vessel  upon  which  the  Naututal  School  is 
or  may  be  conducted,  and  may  cause  all  necessary  repairs  to  be 
made  when  the  cost  of  such  material  or  repairs  shall  not  exceed 
at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200). 

Section  158.  The  Rules  for  the  admission  of  bovs  shall  be  as 
follows : 

EULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  BOYS. 

1.  Applications  for  admission  into  the  New  York  Nautical 
School,  on  board  the  ship  St,  Marys^  may  be  made  by  parents  or 
guardians  ol  boys,  or  by  the  boys  themselves,  in  j^erson  or  by 
letter,  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Nautical 
School  of  the  Board  of  Education,  No.  146  Grand  street,  New 
Y'ork  City. 

2.  All  applicants  should  beat  least  fifteen  yeai-sot  age;  should 
iiave  the  written  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians  to  their 
becoming  pupils  ot  the  school  (Form  1);  and  should  pnMhice 
written  testimonials  of  good  character,  and  health,  and  also 
satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have  never  been  convicted  of  any 
crime  (Form  Two).  (See  Act  of  Congress,  passed  in  1874,  "To 
encourage  the  establishment  of  public  marine  schools.") 

3.  The  Executive  Committee,  or  its  duly  aj)pointed  represen- 
tatives, being  satisfied  that  the  requirements  ot  Section  2  have 
been  fulfilled,  the  applicant  will  be  examined  physically.  The 
Examining  Surgeon  will  be  careful  to  recominond  ni»ne  but  boys 
who  give  promise  of  good  physical  development.     He  will  rejc»ct 
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any  one  who  has  the  slightest  defect  in  sight,  hearing,  or 
linoibs,  who  is  liable  to  any  disease,  or  who  is  in  any  respect 
constitationally  unfit  for  the  hardships  and  changes  incident  to  a 
sea  life. 

4.  Having  passed  the  necessary  physical  examination,  the  ap- 
plicant will  be  required  to  show  that  he  is  able  to  spell  with  a 
fair  degree  of  accuracy,  to  read  with  tolerable  correctness  and 
ease,  to  write  legibly,  and  to  answer  questions  upon  the  multipli- 
cation table. 

Natural  intelligence  and  animation  will  receive  their  proper 
weiglit  in  cases  where  the  applicants  do  not  appear  to  have  had 
the  benefit  of  suitable  instruction. 

5.  If  found  qualified  in  all  respects,  the  applicant  will  receive 
a  permit  to  report  on  board  the  ship  (Form  4).  Enclosed  with 
the  permit  will  be  the  originals  of  the  certificates  of  parents  or 
guardians,  and  of  the  report  of  the  Examining  Surgeon  (Form  3), 
which  papers  are  to  be  presented  to  and  will  be  carefully  pre- 
served by  the  Superintendent 

6.  After  being  received  on  board  the  ship  the  boy  will  be 
placed  on  probation  fur  a  period  of  two  weeks,  when,  if  no 
reason  to  th  j  contrary  shall  appear,  lie  will  be  admitted  per- 
manently and  entered  on  the  records  of  the  school. 

7.  After  admission  each  boy  will  be  furnished  with  the  neces- 
sary articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  appropriate  to  the  season, 
the  cost  of  which  he  will  be  required  to  defray ;  and  such  of  his 
old  clothing  as  is  not  suitable  for  ship's  wear  will  be  given  to 
him  to  send  home,  if  possible ;  otherwise  it  will  be  retained  and 
given  to  him  upon  his  first  vacation,  or  upon  his  final  leaving  of 
the  school.  All  articles  belonging  to  scholars  will  be  marked 
with  the  owner's  name. 

8.  The  boys  will  be  carefully  instructed,  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  in  reading,  spelling,  writing, 
arithmetic,  geography  and  English  grammar,  and  in  all  the 
duties  of  a  seaman  ;  they  will  be  examined  from  time  to  time, 
and  those  who  show  a  lack  of  aptitude  for  a  sea  life,  or  develop 
any  physical  disqujflification,  will  be  preseoted  to  their  parents 
or  guardians  for  withdrawal  from  the  sohool. 

9.  After  a  sufficient  trial  the  vicious  or  incorrigibly  bad  will 
be  peremptorily  dismissed. 

10.  The  Course  of  Instruction  will  cover  a  period  of  two  years, 
dfiring  which  time  every  boy  will  be  allowed  such  vacations  as 
the  School  Committee  may  hereafter  determine;  the  general 
character  and  progress  of  the  schdar  being  carefully  considered. 
At  the  end  of  the  two  years'  term,  every  boy  who  has  passed 
through  the  Course  successfully  will  receive  a  certificate  showing 
his  character  and  qualifications,  which  certificate,  with  such  aid 
as  the  Committee  will  always  gladly  render,  will  enable  him  to 
obtain  a  suitable  position  on  board  a  good  merchant  ship. 

11.  Boys  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  a  good  common 
school  education,  and  who  are  otherwise  sufficiently  advanced, 
will  be  instnicted  in  practical  navigation  and  in  such  other 
branches  pertaining  to  the  higher  duties  of  a  seaman  as  majr  be 
found  necessary  and  convenient. 

Section  159.  The  Course  of  Instruction  in  the  Nautical  School 
shall  be  as  follows : 

I. — SCHOOL  COURSE. 

Heading,  writing,  spelling,  English  grammar,  geography  and 
arithmetic. 

II. — SEAMANSHIP. 

1.  Making  all  knots,  splices,  hitches,  bends,  clinches,  etc.,  used 
on  board  ship ;  worming,  parcelling  and  serving  ropes  ;  turning 
in  deadeyes,  securing  lanyards  and  rattling  down  rigging. 
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2.  Learning  the  names  of  all  spars,  blocks,  running  and 
standing  ri^wiog,  and  tlieir  nses. 

3.  Learning  the  names  of  the  different  parts  erf  a  sail,  loosing, 
furling,  reeling  and  bending  sails; 

4.  Eowing,  sculling,  and  steering  boats,  and  handling  them 
under  sail. 

5.  Boxing  compass,  steering  by  compass,  and  taking  compass 
bearings. 

6.  Marking  log  and  lead  lines,  heaving  the  lead  and  calling  out 
soundings  correctly. 

7.  Using  palm  and  needle,  sewing  a  seam  :^nd  working  an 
eyelet-hole. 

8.  Swimming. 

9.  The  colors  and  arrangement  of  running  lights. 

Section  160.  Said  Oonmiittee  shall  report  annually  or  as  often 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Board,  as  to  the  management  and  suc- 
cess of  the  Nautical  School,  and  the  expense  of  conducting  the 
same. 

Ordered^  That  said  report  be  laid  on  the  table,  entered  in  the 
minutes,  and  made  the  special  order  after  the  third  order  of  busi- 
ness at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

That  it  appears  that  Ephraim  Holbrook,  who  died  some  years 
aojo,  left  a  large  estate,  and  made  numerous  bequests  thereof,  to 
take  effect  on  the  decease  of  his  widow.  She  died  at  Morristown, 
New  Jersey,  in  December,  1874. 

One  of  the  bequests  is  as  follows  : 

"  I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  ot 
Common  Schools  of  each  of  the  several  Wards  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  as  they  may  exist  at  the  time  of  the  final  distribution 
of  the  residue  of  my  estate,  and  in  which  there  shall  then  he  a 
Ward  School  above  the  grade  of  Primary  School,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  such  Ward  School  in  such 
Ward,  to  be  by  them  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  establishment  or  increase  of  a  suitable  school  library  for  each 
of  such  Ward  Schools  in  their  respective  Wards."

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education  : 

Gentlemen — As  required  by  law,  I  respectfully  report  that 
during  the  month  of  February  last,  I  have  caused  the  following 
schools  to  be  visited  and  examined,  viz. :  Grammar  Schools  Nob. 
11, 13, 19,  23,  25,  44,  55,  and  56,  and  Primary  Schools  Nos.  6,  9, 
and  22,  including,  in  all,  twenty-four  departments  or  schools.  The 
whole  number  of  classes  examined  was  260,  of  which  the  instruc- 
tion in  162  was  found  to  have  been  excellent ;  in  84,  good ;  and 
in  14,y5zir.  The  discipline  of  all  the  classes  examined,  except  10, 
was  found  to  be  commendable ;  in  209,  it  was  eoccellent.  The 
general  management  in  eighteen  of  the  schools  visited  was 
found  to  be  excellent ;  in  six,  good. 

An  examination  has  also  been  held  in  all  the  Evening  Schools 
under  the  care  of  the  Board,  in  which  278  classes  were  ex- 
amined ;  and  of  these  the  instruction  in  119  is  reported  as  excd- 
lent ;  in  130,  good  ;  in  27, /air  ;  and  in  2,  indifferent  The  disci- 
pline in  189  of  these  classes  is  reported  as  excellent;  in  77,  good; 
and  in  20,  fair  or  indiffe?*ent.  The  progress  made  by  these 
classes,  with  few  exceptions,  was  very  satisfactory.  The  whole 
number  of  pupils  examined,  exclusive  of  those  of  the  High 
School,  was  6,583,  of  whom  4,144  were  mates,  2,394  females,  and 
46  colored  pupils. 
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This  number  was,  however,  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  entire 
enrollment,  which  amounted  to  22,548  ;  and  the  lai^est  attend- 
ance at  any  one  time  was  13,527,  so  that  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
amination  the  attendance  had  fallen  off  more  than  50  per  cent. 
The  average  attendance  for  the  term  was  9,342,  of  whom  5,023 
received  certificates  for  regular  attendance  and  good  conduct 
during  the  term,  amounting  to  49  per  cent,  of  the  average  at- 
tendance of  male  pupils,  and  65  per  cent,  of  the  female  pupils. 

Of  the  pupils  belonging  to  these  schools,  2,264  were  foreigners, 
who  attended  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the 
English  language  ;  and  of  these,  1,588  were  of  German  birth. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  over  21  years  of  age  was  2,880, 
and  the  number  under  12  was  only  952,  of  whom  298  were  girls. 

Of  the  number  enrolled  (22,548),  only  782  were  unable  to 
read,  and  of  these  40  were  colored  pupils,  most  of  them  adults ; 
1,135  of  the  pupils  admitted  were  unable  to  write. 

The  irregularity  of  attendance  in  these  schools  is  the  greatest 
obstacle  to  their  success;  and  since  the  Principals  have  no 
means  of  notifying  parents  or  guardians  of  the  absence  of  their 
children,  there  is  no  doubt  that  much  truancy  prevails .  It  would 
seem  to  be  necessary  that  some  provision  should  be  made  to  pre- 
vent this  evil,  which  so  greatly  impedes  the  success  of  this  useful 
class  of  schools  ;  and  I  would  suggest  that  this  might  probably 
be  done  through  the  recently- created  Department  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Truancy. 

As  required  by  law,  and  also  in  accordance  with  the  special 
direction  of  the  Board,  I  have  caused  the  Evening  High  School 
to  be  carefully  examined  in  all  of  its  departments  and  grades. 
For  this  puri)ose,  visits  were  made  by  the  undersigned  and  sever- 
al of  his  assistants,  on  the  evening  of  the  2d  inst.,  and  succeed- 
ing evenings. 
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From  the  records  of  the  school,  it  appears  that  the  largest 
nmnber  enrolled  at  any  one  time  was  1,594,  and  the  largest  attend- 
ance 1,563,  which  was  on  the  19th  of  October.  At  the  time  of 
the  visit,  the  attendance  had  fallen  off  to  748,  while  the  average 
of  the  preceding  week  was  only  675.  • 

Classes  were  examined  in  Latin,  Mnnicipal  Law,  Chemistry, 
Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  English  Grammar, 
Geometry,  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Book- Keeping,  Arithmetic, 
Phonography,  Penmanship,  Drawing,  German,  French,  and 
Spanish. 

The  instruction  imparted  in  these  branches  seemed  to  be  of  an 
excellent  character,  and  the  progress  made  as  good  as  could  be 
expected  under  the  circumstances. 

The  chief  work  performed  by  this  institution  seems  to  be  in 
the  direction  of  the  common  elementary  branches,  namely  :  arith- 
metic, book-keeping,  penmanship,  drawing,  and  English  Gram- 
mar. This  will  be  obvious  from  the  fact  that,  while  the  largest 
attendance  of  students  iu  these  branches  amounted  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  1,638,  the  attendance  in  all  the  distinctive  High  School 
branches  amounted  to  only  about  300 ;  and,  at  the  time  of  the 
examination,  the  latter  had  fallen  off  to  179,  as  follows :  in 
Chemistry,  15;  Astronomy,  3;  Natural  Philosophy,  4 ;  Physi- 
ology, 23;  Algebra,  15;  Geometry,  12;  Trigonometry,  7; 
Political  Science,  12;  Latin,  30;  English  Literature,  8 ;  Rh&- 
toric,  9.     Total,  179. 

In  many  of  these  branches,  the  progress  made  did  not  extend 
beyond  the  simplest  rudiments. 

In  Astronomy  and  Natural  Philosophy,  this  was  especially 
the  case,  the  maximum  number  of  students  in  these  branches 
being  only  about  20,  and  of  these  only  7  were  present  at  the 
time  of  the  examination.    I  would  suggest  that  there  should  be 
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some  limit  as  to  attendance,  which  should  require  the  discontin- 
uance of  subjects,  inasmuch  as  the  expense  of  giving  instruction 
to  classes  of  three  or  four  pupils  can  scarcely  be  justified. 

The  ground,  covered   by  the  classes  in  Arithmetic    was  that 
prescribed  for  the  Second  and  Third  Grammar  School  Grades ; 
the  principal  attention  being  given  to  percentage,  and  the  busi- 
*  ness  rules  in  general. 

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  be  obvious  that  more  than 
eighty  per  cent  of  all  the  students  attending  this  school  had  not 
advanced  beyond  the  grade  usually  reached  by  pupils  of  the 
higher  grades  in  the  ordinary  evening  schools,  and  that  the  dis- 
tinctive high  school  element  is  comparatively  small. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  is  a  great  advantage  to  students 
of  that  grade  to  be  brought  together  in  a  school  of  this  character, 
and  that  they  can,  in  this  manner,  bo  taught  more  efficiently; 
but  it  would  seem  to  be  only  just  and  proper  that  some  provi- 
sion should  be  made  for  the  same  class  of  students  in  other  parts 
of  the  city,  who  now  are  often  intermingled  with  pupils  of  lower 
grades,  and  thus  are  not  benefited  as  they  should  be  by  an  at- 
tendance at  the  Evening  School . 

The  large  number  of  pupils  of  the  Evening  High  School  who 
have  connected  themselves  with  the  classes  in  these  important 
elementary  branches,  and  the  interest  which  has  been  so  well 
sustained  during  the  term,  speak  well  for  the  intelligence  and 
good  sense  of  the  pupils  themselves,  as  well  as  for  the  efliciency 
of  the  instruction  imparted. 

In  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages,  the  examination 
was  conducted  by  Assistant  Superintendent  A.  J.  Schem. 

The  following  is  the  number  of  pupils  examined,  namely : 
German  (four  classes),  99 ;  French  (four  classes),  64 ;   Spanish 
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(two  classes),  84;  total,  197.  The  largest  attendance  in  these 
classes  was  636,  the  number  enrolled,  639 ;  so  that,  at  the  time 
ot  the  examination,  the  attendance  was  only  about  thirty  per 
cent,  of  the  enrollment.  The  character  of  instruction  given  in 
these  classes,  and  the  progress  made,  are  reported  as  excellent  in 
the  German  and  Spanish,  and  good  in  the  French. 

The  general  management  of  this  school,  as  far  as  it  was  mani- 
fested in  the  quiet  and  order  that  prevailed  throughout  all  the 
classes,  and  the  regularity  and  system  which  characterized  the 
movements  of  the  classes,  appeared  to  be  unexceptionable.  The 
classification  seems  to  have  been  based  upon  the  wishes  of  the 
pupils ;  all,  of  whatever  *grade  or  kind  of  preparat  on,  being  per- 
mitted to  take  their  places  in  any  of  the  classes,  and  pursue  any 
oi  the  studies  included  in  the  Course  of  Instruction. 

The  monthly  returns  received  from  the  several  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools  show  that  the  whole  number  of  pupils  on  register 
in  these  schools  on  the  28th  ult.,  was  106,302,  which  is  13  more 
than  at  the  corresponding  date  last  year.  The  average  attend- 
ance during  February  last  was  94,401,  which  is  1,869  less  than 
during  February,  1874. 

The  number  of  days  of  absence  of  teachers  during  the  month 
was  1,779,  or  435  more  than  during  the  same  month  last  year.

SUPBRTNTENDKHT   OF   TRUANCY. 

The  President  laid  before  the  I3oard  the  Report  of  the 
Superiutontendent  of  Truancy,  as  follows  : 
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To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education ; 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  the  work  done 
by  the  Agents  of  Truancy  has  been,  in  the  main,  attended  with 
satisfactory  results. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  was  534  ;  of  this  num- 
ber 393  were  kept  at  home  by  sickness  and  other  causes,  leaving 
141  cases  of  truants  and  non-attendants  to  be  investigated,  of 
which  114  have  been  placed  at  school  by  the  several  Agents, 
leaving  37  cases  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Agents  for  further  inves- 
tigation. This  embraces  but  a  small  part  of  the  work  actually 
performed  by  the  Agents,  as  the  same  case  must  be  looked  after 
and  followed  up  until  the  child  is  found  to  be  in  school  In 
very  many  cases  this  requires  frequent  visits  to  the  parents  of  the 
child,  and  to  the  school  room,  as  the  Agents  are  not  permitted  to 
report  any  child  as  having  returned  to,  or  gone  to  school,  until 
the  facts  are  personally  kijown  to  them. 

It  has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  obtain  the  correct  name 
and  residence  of  the  children  who  are  found  "  wandering  about 
the  streets,"  and  but  little  has  been  accomplished  towards  getting 
that  class  of  children  into  the  schools.  They  seem  to  be  "  well 
posted  "  as  to  the  law,  and  either  evade  or  refuse  to  answer  the 
questions  put  to  them.  No  satisfactory  result  can  be  expected 
with  regard  to  this  class  of  children  until  the  census  shall  have 
been  completed. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Board  the  propriety  of  re-opening 
the  Evening  Schools.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  unless  this 
is  done,  a  large  number  of  children  who  are  employed  in  stores 
and  factories  will  not  be  able  to  receive  fourteen  weeks  of  school- 
ing this  year,  and  much  hardship  must  result  therefrom,  as  they 
will  be  unable  to  retain  their  places  unless  they  have  a  certificate 
of  full  attendance  at  some  school.

Superintendent,  as  follows :

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Educaiion : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report,  that,  during  the  month  of  March  last, 
the  following  schools  were  visited  and  examined :  Grammar 
Schools  Nos.  1,  7,  8,  9, 15,  17,  22,  28,  36,  38  and  51,  and  Primary 
Schools  Nos.  2,  3,  5,  12,  U,  23,  25,  26,  31,  39,  40  and  41,  and 
the  Model  School  connected  with  the  Female  Normal  College ; 
in  all,  40  schools  or  departments. 

In  these  schools,  393  classes  were  carefully  examined ;  and  in 
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184  of  them  the  instruction  was  found  to  have  been  excellent;  in 
172,  good;  in  S5,  fair  ;  and  in  2,  indifferent. 

The  discipline  in  all  the  classes  examined  seemed  to  be  com- 
mendable, except  in  19,  of  which  16  were  reported  as  fair^  and 
8  indifferent 

The  general  management  of  the  schools  visited  was  found  to 
be  commendable  in  most  respects  ;  in  29  it  was  reported  las  ex- 
cellent. 

The  janitor  of  Grammar  School  No.  17  appears  to  be  either 
negligent  or  incompetent,  as  the  building  and  out-door  premises, 
in  many  respects,  are  in  such  a  condition  of  uncleanliness  as 
to  interfere  with  the  comfort  and  imperil  the  health  of  the 
children. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  of  Grammar  School  No.  51,  in  West 
44th  street,  and  Primary  Scho.ol  No.  27,  in  West  37th  street,  is 
also  imperiled  by  the  filthy  condition  of  the  streets  in  the  front 
of  the  buildings.  As  the  season  advances  the  evil  will  become 
one  of  a  v^^-^  serious  nature,  and,  consequently,  should  be  at 
once  removed. 

The  monthly  returns  of  the  Principals  for  March  show  that 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  on  the  31st  of  that  month  was 
107,360  which  is  1,116  more  than  at  the  corresponding  date  last 
year.  The  average  attendance  for  the  month  was  94,940,  which 
is  1,231  less  than  for  March,  1874. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  absences  of  teachers  during  the 
month,  was  2,134,  which  is  an  increase  of  518  days  over  last 
year.  Of  this,  however,  573  days  are  due  to  the  prolonged  ab- 
sence of  29  teachers,  who,  in  consequence  of  severe  illness,  were 
excused,  and  their  places  supplied  by  substitutes. 
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The  reqaired  schedule  of  absenteeism  of  pnpils  is  hereto  an- 
nexed.

Of  this  number  334  were  kept  at  home  by  sickness,  poverty  and 
other  causes,  leaving  187  truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which 
number  139  have  been  returned,  and  12  withdrawn  from  school.

That  they  have  given  the  subject  here  referred  to  a  most  care- 
ful and  analytic  examination  in  several  meetings  held  by  the 
Committee  for  that  purpose  ;  and  they  submit,  as  the  result  of 
their  deliberations,  the  following  amendments  to  the  By-Laws 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board.

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Amend  Section  39  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Teachers  of  vocal  music,  drawing,  French  or  German  ahaU  be  eUutifi^d 
aa  special  teachers.  No  salary  paid  to  a  teacher  of  vocal  music  in  a  Grammar  or 
Priroarj  School  shall  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  a  year  for  any  school,

President  Neilson  addressed  the  Board  as  follows : 

Gentlemen — I  have  called  you  together  this  afternoon  to  an. 
noance  the  death  of  our  associate  Commissioner,  Mr.  James  W. 
Farr,  and  to  invite  you  to  take  such  action  as  you  may  deem 
appropriate  to  this  sad  occasion. 

Mr.  Farr  has  for  many  years  been  a  zealous  worker  in  the 
cause  of  Public  Education,  and  it  is  no  disparagement  to  the 
services  of  any  man  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  more  interest- 
ed, industrious  and  devoted  friend  of  our  school  system  than  he 
proved  himself  to  be.  I  can  recall  to  mind  but  one  instance  of 
luB  absence  from  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  and  then  the  interest 
of  our  schools  demanded  his  presence  elsewhere ;  and  I  shall 
never  again  direct  the  roll  to  be  called  but  that  I  shall  involun- 
tarily turn  my  eyes  towards  his  place,  expecting  to  find  him  in 
his  seat,  until  recollection  shall  force  upon  my  understanding  the 
painful  truth. 
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I  made  Mr.  Farr's  acquaintance  in  the  year  1859,  when  he  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  to  which  he  was 
subsequently  several  times  re-elected.  After  retiring  from  the 
Board,  in  1867,  he  became  a  Trustee  in  the  9th  Ward,  which 
olEce  he  continued  to. hold  until  he  was  invited  by  Mayor  Havo- 
meyer  to  resume  his  place  as  a  Commissioner. 

Since  my  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Farr,  I  have  been  frequently 
in  consultation  with  him  about  the  business  of  our  schools,  and 
since  his  return  to  the  Board  our  consultations  have  been  of 
almost  daily  occurrence. 

I  was  entirely  unprepared  for  the  news  of  his  death.  No 
member  of  this  Board  seemed  to  my  mind  to  enjoy  a  better 
promise  of  length  of  days.  But  in  a  moment  he  has  been  re- 
moved from  among  us,  and  his  place  here  shall  henceforth 
"  know  him  no  more  forever." 

'  His  death  is  to  us  a  solemn  admonition,  diligently,  faithfully 
and  with  all  our  might  to  do  of  work  and  duty  what  our  hands 
find  to  do,  "  before  the  night  cometh  in  which  no  man  can  work." 

Commissioner  Herring  offered  for  adoption  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolutions : 

Whereas^  It  has  pleased  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  events  to 
remove  from  our  midst  our  colleague  and  co-worker,  Jakes 
"W.  Farr,  distinguished  for  a  faithful  service  of  many  years 
in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  Public  Education  in  this  city ; 
therefore 

Resolved^  That  we  have  received  the  intelligence  of  the  sudden 
decease  of  Commissioner  Farr  with  emotions  of  profound 
sorrow  and  regret,  and  that  we  feel  that  by  this  sad  event 
the  Board  of  Education  has  been  deprived  of  one  of  its  most 
useful  and  earnest  members,  and  the  Common  Schools  of 
this  city  have  lost  a  most  devoted  friend  and  supporter. 
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Resolved^  That  we  tender  to  the  relatives  and  friends  of  the  de- 
ceased our  deepest  sympathy  in  the  sad  and  afflictive  be- 
reavement which  they  have  sustained. 

Resolved^  That  the  members  of  this  Board  will  wear  the  custo- 
mary badge  of  mourning  for  the  deceased,  and  that  this  hall 
be  draped  for  thirty  days. 

Resolvedj  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  min- 
utes of  the  Board,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  suitably 
engrossed,  properly  authenticated,  and  transmitted  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased. 

Commissioner  Herring,  in  offering  the  above  resolutions,  ad- 
dressed the  Board  as  follows : 

Mr.  President — I  feel  that  no  words  that  I  may  add  to  those 
which  you  have  fittingly  expressed  concerning  our  late  friend 
can  more  clearly  set  out  Mr.  Farr's  invaluable  services  as  an 
educator.  Let  me  say  of  him,  as  a  man,  that  he  was  possessed 
of  social  qualities  of  the  highest  order.  When  he  had  commit- 
ted himself  to  a  purpose  he  adhered  to  that  purpose  with  staid 
fidelity.  One  of  his  distinguished  characteristics  was  his  love 
for  school- work,  and  a  desire  for  close  and  friendly  relationship 
with  teacher  and  child,  and  he  labored  always  earnestly  to  secure 
the  confidence  of  the  parents  of  pupils,  in  which  he  succeeded  to 
a  remarkable  degree  in  his  Ward  and  vicinity.  His  faithful 
labors  in  the  Female  Normal  School,  and  subsequently  his  zeal- 
ous devotions  to  the  interests  of  the  Normal  College,  merit  the 
warmest  enconium. 

In  the  deliberations  of  this  Board  he  never  indulged  in  any 
asperities  of  language,  always  conceiving  his  duty  quickly  and 
performing  it  promptly,  and  without  mistrust  of  his  fellow- 
members. 
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My  personal  recollections  of  Air.  Farr  date  back  some  twenty 
years,  during  which  period  T  have  learned  to  love  him  for  his 
many  virtues.  There  was  a  charm  about  his  manner  that  en- 
deared him  to  a  large  circle  of  friends,  and  in  his  social  pleasures 
his  buoyant  spirit  made  the  happy  moments  radiant  with  joy. 

Oar  long  acquaintance  had  recently  seemed  to  be  strengthen- 
ing into  a  deeper  and  closer  friendship,  and  I  now  recall  in  the 
near  past  a  gathering  where  our  late  friend  was  present,  and  in 
his  happiest  moments  I  did  not  then  think  that  so  soon  the  silver 
cord  was  to  be  loosed  and  the  golden  bowl  broken. 

Commissioner  Man  then  arose  and  said  : 

Mr.  President — ^I  cannot  permit  this  occasion  to  pass  with- 
out adding  my  testimony  to  the  merits  of  our  deceased  associate. 
The  startling  announcement  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Farr  fell  upon 
our  ears  in  the  stillness  of  the  Sabbath  morning,  like  a  knell  for 
the  dead.     It  was  indeed  a  solemn  warning  to  us  all. 

It  had  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  known  Mr.  Farr  almost 
from  youth — certainly  many  years  anterior  to  the  time  when  our 
esteemed  President  informs  us  that  he  first  became  acquainted 
with  him,  and  I  had  constant  occasions  of  intercourse  with  him. 
I  knew  and  valued  him  always  as  a  man  of  the  strictest  integ- 
rity and  honor,  and  he  manifested  this  character  in  all  his  trans- 
actions, public  and  private. 

I  am  not  aware  that  he  ever  held  any  public  office  of  emolu- 
ment to  himself,  but  he  was  one  of  the  most  earnest  of  our  asso- 
ciates in  all  matters  relating  to  the  schools.  He  brought  to  this 
work  the  same  gratuitous  degree  of  intelligence,  zeal  and  in- 
dustry that  other  men  manifest  in  the  conduct  of  their  own  per- 
sonal affairs.  He  had  l)een  so  long  connected  with  our  school 
system  that  his  mind  and  habits  had  become  trained  to  think  and 
do  whatever  was  best  for  the  schools  under  our  charge.     It  will, 
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indeed,  be  difficult  to  find  another  citizen  who  will  adeqnately 
fill  his  place.  He  is  thas  suddenly  cut  ofi  in  the  midst  of  his 
nsefolness,  and  I  unite,  sincerely  and  sorrowfully,  with  those 
who  have  already  spoken  in  deploring  our  own  loss  and  that  of 
the  public,  and  in  condolence  with  the  family  of  our  deceased 
associate. 


Commisdoner  West  spoke  as  follows : 

Mb.  PRBaroENT — I  desire  to  add  a  few  parting  words,  as  it  were, 
to  one  with  whom  I  have  been  associated,  officially  and  other- 
wise, for  the  past  fifteen  years. 

Daring  that  period  1  have  invariably  found  Commissioner 
James  W.  Farr  a  consistent,  faithful  and  confiding  associate  and 
friend.  In  his  official  capacity  as  Commissioner  and  Trustee  he  has 
proved,  as  most  of  you  know,  an  active  and  efficient  public  officer, 
Ignoring,  as  a  rule,  politics  in  his  intercourse  with  teachers  and 
others  connected  with  our  Public  Schools. 


In  1863  Mr.  Farr  was  appointed  by  the  then  President  of  the 
United  States  one  of  the  chief  mustering  officers  for  this  city, 
Provost-Marshal  of  the  Sixth  Congressional  District.  He  per- 
formed the  delicate,  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  that  posi- 
tion with  fidelity  to  the  Government  and  the  public. 

I  saw  him  on  Saturday  morning  last  in  this  hall  apparently 
in  good  health ;  conversed  with  him  on  that  occasion  in  connec- 
tion with  Commissioner  Baker,  in  regard  to  school  matters.  On 
the  following  morning  I  was  appalled  on  seeing  his  death  an- 
nounced in  the  public  journals.  This  sudden  and  unexpected 
death  should  remind  us  of  the  uncertainty  of  life,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  holding  ourselves  in  readiness  whenever  the  king  of 
terrors  shall  summon  us  hence* 
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Commissioner  Mathbwson  said : 

Mr.  PBEsroENT — I  was  not  present  when  the  rasolutions  offered 
by  Commissioner  Herring  were  read,  but  knowing  the  object 
of  onr  meeting  to-day  is  information  enongb  regarding  their  pur- 
port. 

It  may   not   be  inappropriate   on   my    part  to  say,  at  this 

time,  that  my  first  acquaintance  with  our  deceased  asso- 
ciate^ James  W.  Farr,  was  when  I  was  a  school  boy  in  his  ward. 
Afterwards  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  associated  with  him  as  a 
member  of  the  Ninth  Ward  Board  of  School  Trustees,  and  lat- 
terly as  a  member  of  this  Board  of  Education. 

I  must  say,  sir,  that  although  I  have  oflen  differed  with  him 
regarding  the  policy  to  be  pursued  for  the  accomplishment  of 
certain  ends  in  our  educational  system,  yet  I  believe  that  the  mo- 
tives which  prompted  him  in  his  actions  were  for  the  benefit  and 
welfare  of  our  great  system  of  public  edncation.  Hence  it  is 
that  I  re-affirm  that,  in  the  decease  of  our  late  associate,  our 
schools  have  lost  a  warm  friend,  a  staunch  and  steadfast  advo- 
cate, and  one  whose  death  will  be  keenly  felt  by  all  who  take 
an  interest  in  the  Public  Schools  of  this  city. 

Commissioner  Fuller  said : 

Mr.  President — It  was  not  my  privilege  to  have  a  long  ac- 
quaintance with  our  deceased  friend  and  associate,  but  I  have 
learned  enough  of  his  character  to  appreciate  his  worth  as  a  man 
and  as  a  school  officer.  He  was  a  devoted  husband,  a  kind  and 
loving  father,  and  a  true  friend  to  education.  In  his  death  the 
children  of  our  Public  Schools  have  lost  a  faithful  friend ;  the 
teachers  an  excellent  adviser  and  a  reliable  school  officer.  By 
his  genial  manner  he  always  attracted  children,  and  never  re- 
pelled them.  He  was  one  to  whom  teachers  could  look  for  safe 
counsel,  an  associate  whose  example  is  worthy  of  emulation,  and 
a  man  worthy  of  all  confidence  and  esteem. 
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What  is  life  ?  It  is  truly  like  the  mist  that  appeareth  for  a 
little  while  upon  the  mountain  top,  and  then  vanisheth  away. 
Let  us  heed  this  admonition,  "Be  ye  also  ready,  for  in  such  an 
hour  as  ye  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man  cometh."

SUPERINTENDENT   OF  TRUANCY. 

The  PREsroENT  laid  before  the  Board  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Truancy,  as  follows  : 

Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Truanot, 

New  York,  May  5th,  1875. 

To  the  Board  of  Ediccation : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
x)f  the  transactions  of  the  Truancy  Department  irom  April  2l8t 
to  May  4th,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  agents  was  566. 

Of  this  number  408  were  kept  at  homo  by  sickness,  poverty 
:and  other  causes,  leaving  158  truants  and  non-attendants,  of 
which  number  123  have  been  placed  in  school,  2  committed  by 
police  justices  to  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Corrections, 
And  33  withdrawn  Irom  school. 

Of  those  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn  from  school,  a 
number  have  been  placed  by  their  parents  in  various  reformar 
tory  asylums.  This  result  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  in- 
fluence and  advice  of  the  Agents  of  Truancy,  and  to  the  persist- 
ent manner  in  which  they  have  followed  up  the  cases. 

This  mode  of  disposing  of  cases  of  truancy  I  invariably 
encourage,  deeming  it  far  better  than  to  have  recourse  to  the 
Courts.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  report  of  the  City 
Superintendent,  for  the  month  of  April,  as  follows  : 

City  Superintendent's  Office,  ) 
New  York,  May  19,  1875.  \ 

To  the  JSoTwrdble  the  Boa/rd  of  Education : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report,  that  during  the  month  of  April  laat. 
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examinations  have  been  held  in  thirty-nine  schools,  situated  in 
Sixth,  Seventh,  Ninth,  Twelfth,  Fifteenth  and  Twenty-second 
Wards. 

In  these  schools,  408  classes  were  examined  in  all  the  different 
branches  prescribed  for  their  respective  grades,  and  the  instruction 
was  found  to  have  been  efficient  and  correct  in  all  except  eifijhteen, 
in  which,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  it  was  defective. 

The  order  and  discipline  in.  all  of  these  classes,  except  24,  ap- 
peared to  be  commendable. 

The  general  management  in  all  the  schools  examined  was  also 
commendable.     In  twenty -eight  of  these  it  was  excellent. 

The  monthly  returns  from  the  Principals  show  that  on  the 
30th  ult.  the  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Primary 
and  Grammar  Schools  was  108,60?,  exclusive  of  the  Model 
School ;  and  that  the  average  attendance  during  the  month  was 
97,526,  showing  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  month  last 
year  of  2,631  pupils  enrolled,  and  4,383  in  the  average  attend- 
ance, to  which,  if  the  attendance  at  the  Model  School  be  added, 
the  increase  in  attendance  will  be  nearly  6,000. 

The  whole  number  of  days  of  absence  of  teachers  during  the 
month  was  1,736,  which  is  114  less  than  during  the  same  month 
last  year. 

I  append  hereto  a  list  of  all  teachers  in  whose  classes  the  rate 
of  absenteeism  was  in  excess  of  twenty  per  cent.

To  th/e  Board  of  Education  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy,  from  the  6th 
to  the  18th  of  May,  inclusive : 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  was  615. 

Of  this  number,  327  were  kept  at  home  by  sickness,  poverty, 
and  other  causes,  leaving  234  truants  and  non-attendants,  of 
which  number  197  have  been  placed  in  school,  8  committed  by 
Police  Justices  to  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion, and  29  withdrawn  from  school. 

John  Smith,  who  was  arrested  and  brought  before  Police  Jus- 
tice Wandell  on  the  4th  of  May,  was  duly  convicted,  and  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion, who,  upon  examination  of  the  commitment,  found  it  to  be 
what  is  known  as  a  temporary  commitment,  and  discharged  the 
boy.  This  is  one  of  the  cases  reported  as  having  been  sent  to 
Randall's  Island,  in  my  last  report. 

John  Butler,  who  was  arrested  and  brought  before  Police  Jus- 
tice Flammer,  May  14th,  was  placed  on  probation.  In  this  case 
the  Justice  suspended  sentence,  upon  condition  that  the  father 
would  report  to  him  every  week,  and  produce  in  court  a  certificate 
from  the  boy's  teacher,  showing  regularity  of  attendance.

ernment, and  was  not  made  a  part  of  the  General  City  Gov- 
ernment," and  that  the  several  acts  therein  referred  to  con- 
template that  moneys  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  Board 
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of  Education  ....  shall  be  drawn  ont  from  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  City  only  by  the  draft  of  the  President  of  said 
Board  of  Education,  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  said 
Board;"  and 

Whereas  J  It  is  manifest  that  the  present  system  of  payments 
through  the  Comptroller  is  of  no  pecuniary  or  other  advan- 
tage to  the  City,  but  the  contrary,  inasmuch  as  a  large  addi- 
tional expenditure  is  caused  by  the  employment  by  the 
Comptroller  of  a  clerical  force  for  revising  the  expenditures 
of  this  Board,  after  the  careful  revision  they  receive  from  its 
proper  committees,  and  the  officers  necessarily  employed  for 
this  purpose ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  system  of  payment  is  opposed  to  the  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court  herein  quoted;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  By-Laws,  etc.,  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  instructed  to  report  to  this  Board,  at  its  next 
stated  meeting,  what  measures  are  necessary  to  be  taken  to 
enforce  the  right  of  this  Board  to  the  corporate  control  and 
disbursement  of  the  funds  apportioned  for  the  purposes  of 
public  instruction,  and  which  control  and  direct  disburse- 
ment are  important  obligations  of  the  Board,  imposed  upon 
it  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  as  decided  by  the  late  decree  of 
the  Supreme  Court.

Sec.  39.  Teachers  of  Vocal  Music,  Drawing,  French,  and  Ger- 
man shall  be  classified  as  special  teachers.  No  salary  paid  to  a 
Teacher  of  Vocal  Music  or  Drawing  in  a  Grammar  or  Primary 
School,  or  to  a  Teacher  of  French  or  German  in  a  Grammar 
School,  shall  exceed  the  rate  of  $1.75  (say  one  dollar  and  three- 
quarters)  per  hour  for  the  time  actually  employed  in  instruction. 
Nor  shall  the  time  occupied  in  Vocal  Music  or  Drawing,  in  any 
Primary  School  or  Department,  exceed  one  hour  and  twenty 
minutes  per  week,  nor  for  the  same  studies  in  any  Grammar 
School  three  hours  and  twenty  minutes  per  week,  nor  for  the 
studies  of  French  or  German  in  any  Grammar  School  more  than 
one  hour  and  forty  minutes  per  week. 

Strike  out  section  77,  as  being  rendered  unnecessary  by  the 
operation  of  section  39  as  amended. 

•    Instead  of  section  79,  as  amended  by  the  Committee  on  Course 
of  Study  and  School  Books,  substitute  the  following : 
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Sec,  79.  The  City  Superintendent,  nnder  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Teachers,  shall  be  authorized  to  license  teachers 
specially  to  give  instruction  in  French  or  German  in  each  of  the 
three  highest  grades  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  the  number  of 
recitations  in  each  of  the  grades  pursuing  the  study  of  either  of 
these  languages  shall  be  four^  of  twenty-five  minutes  each  per 
week,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  pursue  the  study  of 
more  than  one  of  these  languages  at  the  same  time. 

Hesolved^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Course  of 
Study  and  School  Books,  to  report  at  the  next  or  succeed- 
ing regular  meeting  of  the  Board  a  course  of  instruction 
in  the  French  and  German  languages,  which  shall  compre- 
hend in  three  divisions  such  a  course  of  French,  and  such  por- 
tions of  the  course  of  German  given  under  section  81  as  shall 
by  them  be  deemed  suitable  for  the  instruction  in  French 
or  German  of  the  third,  second,  and  first  grades  of  the 
Grammar  Schools.

246  have  been  placed  in  school,  2  committed  by  Police  Justices  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  74  with- 
drawn from  school.

Toole  for  the  release  of  his  son,  Charles  O.  Toole,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Truancy  was  directed  to  procure  the  release  of  the 
boy,  upon  the  approval  of  the  committing  Magistrate.  The  ap- 
proval of  Police  Justice  Morgan,  the  committing  Magistrate,  was 
obtained,  and  the  boy  released. 
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On  the  25th  of  May  an  oflScial  communication  was  received  by 
me,  from  the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction,  stating 
that  Hugh  Kennedy,  committed  to  RandalPs  Island  on  the  24th 
May,  had  made  his  escape ;  lie  has  not  yet  been  re-taken. 

The  six  police  officers  detailed  to  this  department  by  the  Police 
Commissioners,  to  perform  daty  as  Agents  of  Truancy,  have 
been  assigned  to  the  district  shown  by  the  annexed  schedule.

Th(»  (Chairman  put  the  question  whether  the  Committee  would 
spn*e  to  striko  out  Section  77,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 
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Commissioner  Skligman  moved  to  amend  Sec.  79,  as  submitted 
by  CSommissioner  Wood  (Journal,  p.  360),  by  striking  out  of  the 
third  and  fourth  lines  the  words  "each  of  the  ^Ar^* highest 
grades  of." 

The  Chairman  put  the  question  whether  the  Committee  would 
agree  with  the  motion  of  Commissioner  Seligraan,  and  it  was  de- 
cided in  the  negative.

Amend  Section  76  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  76.  Whenever  the  parents  or  guardians  of  at  least  thirty 
pup'ls  attendMig  a  Grammar  Department  shall  desire  the  intro- 
duction of  French  or  German,  the  Trustees  of  the  Ward  shall 
introduce  the  study  of  such  language  in  said  Department,  but  no 
'  child  shall  be  compelled  to  study  German  or  French  contrary  to

Milliken,  which  statement  was  made  to  the  Board  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  "  caveat,"  and  to  this  the  abstract  in  the  Journal 
makes  no  reference.

The  President  then  put  the  question  whether  the  Board  would 
adopt  the  minutes  as  amended,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  relative  to  the  pro- 
posals and  contracts  for  ftiel  for  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
June  1, 1876,  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Board  of  Education: 

The  Committee  on  Supplies  respectfully  report  that,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  resolution  of  the  Board  adopted  on  the  2l8tday  ot 
April  last,  they  caused  the  following  advertisement  to  be  pub- 
lished for  two  weeks  in  the  City  Record,  New  York  Timee,  and 
Evening  Post : 

Sealed  proposals  will  be  received  at  the  ofllee  of  Uie  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  corner  of  Grand  and  Elm  streets,  (and  nowhere  else)  until  Monday, 
May  24,  1875,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M  ,  for  supplying  the  coal  and  wood  requireti  for 
the  public  schools  in  this  city,  (including  that  portion  of  Westchester  county 
recently  annexed  thereto),  for  the  ensuing  yeai* — say  nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (9,500)  tons  of  coal,  more  or  less,  and  one  thousand  six  hundred  (1,600) 
cords  of  oak,  and  one  thousand  (1,000)  cords  of  pine  wood,  more  or  less.  The 
coal  must  be  of  the  best  quality  of  white  ash,  furnace,  Qggy  stove,  and  nut 
sizes,  clean  and  in  good  order,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  (2,240) 
pounds  to  the  ton,  and  must  be  delivered  in  the  bins  of  the  several  school  build- 
ings at  such  times  and  in  such  quantities  as  required  by  the  Committee  on 
Supplies.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report,  for  the  month 
of  May,  1876. 

* 

Daring  the  month  examinations  have  been  held  in  the  schools 
of  the  1st,  2d,  3d,  14:th,.23d,  and  24th  Wards,  and  part  of  the 
12th  and  22d  Wards. 

In  these  schools  368  classes  were  examined,  of  which  the 
instruction  in  178  was  found  to  have  been  excellent  \  in  172, 
good ;  in  16,  fair  /  and  in  2,  indifferent.  The  order  and  dis- 
cipline in  260  of  these  classes  are  reported  as  excellent ;  in  88, 
good;  in  19,yatV/  and  in  1,  indifferenL  It  will  be  thus  seen 
that  the  instruction  was  found  to  have  been  commendable  in 
all  the  classes  examined,  except  18,  and  the  order  and  discipline 
in  all  but  20;  this  is  to  say,  in  about  live  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
the  instruction  and  discipline  were  found  to  be  defective. 

The  monthly  returns  of  the  Principals  show  an  aggregate 
register  number  of  pupils  of  110,196,  and  an  average  attendance 
of  99,873,  which  is  6,702  in  excess  of  the  number  reported  in 
May  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  days  lost  by  the  absence  of  teachera  dur- 
ing the  month  was  1668.

Gkntlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  the  2d 
to  the  16th  of  June,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  agents  was  678. 

Of  this  number  275  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  113  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving  290 
truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  235  have  been 
placed  in  school,  10  committed  by  Police  Justices  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  45  withdrawn  from 
school. 

On  the  12th  inst.  an  official  communication  was  received  from 
the  Commissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction,  stating  that  John 
Joyce,  committed  May  8th,  Charles  Kice,  committed  June  7th, 
Jas.  H.  Harrison,  committed  June  8th,  and  James  McTeaman, 
committed  June  10th,  had  made  their  escape  from  EandalPs 
Island.     None  of  these  boys  have  as  yet  been  retaken.

ment  of  moneys  from  the  City  Treasury,  did  not  apply  to 
that  Board,"  and  "  that  by  the  Act  of  1873  the  Board  of  Edu- 
<jation  was     ...    a  distinctive  educational  branch  of  gov- 
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ernment,  and  was  not  made  a  part  of  the  General  City  Gov- 
ernraent,"  and  that  the  several  acts  therein  referred  to  con-

Whereas^  It  is  manifest  that  the  present  system  of  payments 
through  the  Comptroller  is  of  no  pecuniary  or  other  advan^ 
tage  to  the  City,  but  the  contrary,  inasmuch  as  a  large  addi- 
tional expenditure  is  caused  by  the  employment  by  the 
Comptroller  of  a  clerical  force  for  revising  the  expenditures 
of  this  Board,  after  the  careful  revision  they  receive  from  ita

WJiereas^  Such  system  of  payment  is  opposed  to  the  decision  of

Sir — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  ^Sth  instant,  requesting  to  be 
informed  before  the  meeting  of  your  Committee,  on  Wednesday 
next,  whether  this  department  will  comply  with  the  requisitions 
which  the  Board  of  Education  may  make,  from  time  to  time,  to 
place  the  school  moneys  to  its  credit  with  the  Chamberlain,  it  is 
obviously  proper  that  the  payments  from  the  City  Treasury  should 
be  made  upon  one  imiform  system.  The  existing  method  of 
auditing  and  paying  the  claims  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
fixed  upon  in  order  to  make  the  payments  conform  to  the  mode 
adopted  in  relation  to  all  departments  and  offices  of  the  City 
Government. 

I  should,  of  course,  object  to  changing  the  method  now  estab- 
lished in  relation  to  such  payments,  except  upon  a  complete  in- 
vestigation of  the  whole  subject,  and  an  authorized  declaration 
of  the  law. 

In  respect  to  all  payments  required  to  be  made  Irom  the  City 
Treasury,  whatever  system  I  may  prefer  must,  of  course,  yield  to 
the  law,  and  should  your  Board  deem  it  necessary  to  take  pro- 
ceedings in  the  Courts  to  change  the  method  of  paying  the 
schools,  I  should  wish  to  appear  and  present  the  full  question,  in 
order  that  the  matter  may  be  intelligently  passed  upon  by  the

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Commissioner  Herring  presented  the  following  report  from 
the  Committee  on  Course  of  Studies  and  School  Books,  relative 
to  the  study  of  music  in  the  Public  Schools : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Committee  on  Course  of  Study  and  School  Books,  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  subject 
of  reorganizing  the  system  of  musical  instruction  in  the  schools 
under  the  care  of  the  Board,  in-  accordance  with  a  resolution 
adopted  on  the  first  of  April,  1874,  and  referred  to  the  said  com- 
mittee. 

The  inefficiency  of  the  present  system  of  teaching  music  in  the 
schools,  and  the  inadequate  results  obtained  by  it,  have  frequently 
been  communicated  to  the  Board,  and  your  committee,  after  care- 
ful consideration,  are  greatly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  suggestions  hitherto  made  to  adopt  a  svs- 
tem  by  which  music  will  become  a  part  of  the  regular  course  of 
instruction  in  all  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools,  to  be  taught 
in  all  the  grades  and  classes  of  the  same,  in  part  by  the  regular 
class  teachers,  and  under  competent  direction  and  supervision. 
In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  this  department  of  instruction  will 
be  made  thoroughly  effective,  and  that  the  results  attained  will 
be  commensurate  with  the  large  expense  which  has  been  annually 
incurred  for  this  object. 

With  this  view  your  committee  present  the  following  outline 
plan  of  organization  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board: 

1.  A  Musical  Director  for  the  schools  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Board,  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years  from  September 
Ist,  1875,  at  an  annual  salary  of  $4,000,  said  officer  to  take  rank 
as  an  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  as  such  to  report  to  the  City 
Superintendent. 
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2.  Eight  Assistant  Musical  Directors  to  be  appointed,  to  take 
office  on  the  let  of  November,  1875,  at  an  anndal  salary  of 
$2,000  each,  to  act  as  Instructors  of  Music,  under  such  rules  and 
r.gulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  to  serve  dur- 
ing the  pleasure  of  the  same.* 


3.  On  and  after  the  1st  day  of  November,  1875,  the  positions 
of  all  special  teachers  of  music  in  the  schools  to  be  declared 
vacant;  the  duties  hitherto  performed  by  eaid  teachers  to  be  de- 
volved upon  the  musical  directors  and  regular  class  teachers. 

4.  Instruction  in  music  to  be  given  in  each  class  by  the  teach- 
er in  charge  of  the  same,  for  a  period  of  twelve  minutes  each 
day,  at  such  times  as  may  be  designated  by  the  City  Superinten- 
dent. 

5.  All  teachers  under  the  employment  of  the  Board,  and  be- 
low the  grade  of  Principal,  shall  be  required  to  attend  one  hour 
in  each  week  upon  the  instruction  in  music  to  be  given  by  the 
Assistant  Musical  Director ;  the  time  for  such  instruction  to  be 
so  arranged  that  the  teachers  may  attend  at  an  hour  after  the  reg- 
ular school  exercises,  or  upon  Saturday  of  each  week.

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  tran8a«tion8  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  June  17th 
to  July  2d,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  was 
1,156. 

Of  .this  number,  339  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  193  whose  residence  could  not  be  found  ;  leaving  623 
truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  557  have  been 
placed  in  school,  4  committed  by  Police  Justices,  and  62  with- 
drawn from  schooL 

Appended  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement.

Whereas^  The  Department  of  French  in  the  Normal  College  re- 
quires entire  rehabilitation  to  put  it  on  a  par  with  the 
German  Department  as  originally  intended  ;  therefore, 

Besolved,  in  the  first  place,  That  a  French  gentleman  shall  be 
appointed  Professor  of  French,  at  a  salary  of  thirty-five 
hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  per  annum,  and  that  to  this  office 
Eugene  Aubert  be  appointed  from  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1875,  at  said  salary,  to  be  paid  from  the  commence- 
ment of  his  services,  and  that  he  take  his  place  as  one  of 
the  Faculty  of  the  .College,  and  have  special  charge  of  the 
French  Department,  subject,  like  all  the  other  professors 
and  tutors,  to  the  control  of  the  President  of  the  Normal 
College.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  report  of  the  City 
Superintendent,  as  follows :

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education  : 
Gentlemen — ^I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  several 
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schools  under  the  care  of  your  Board,  with  the  exception  of 
Grammar  Schools  Nos.  36,  38  and  64,  recommenced  their  ses- 
sions on  the  6th  inst.  Since  that  date,  all  these  schools  have^ 
under  the  direction  of  the  undersigned,  been  visited  by  the 
Assistant  Superintendents,  and  an  inspection  made  of  their 
attendance,  discipline  and  organization,  and  the  condition  of  the 
school  buildings  and  premises. 

The  returns  made  to  me  show  that  the  schools  closed  on  the 
2d  day  of  July  last  for  the  summer  vacation,  with  an  aggregate 
attendance  of  83,222  pupils,  and  that,  at  the  opening  session,  on 
the  6th  inst,  there  were  present  in  all  the  schools  91,913  pupils, 
distributed  among  the  different  schools  as  follows : 

In  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools 90,524 

In  the  Colored  Schools 709 

In  the  Model  School 680 

At  the  opening  session  last  year  the  attendance  at  these 
schools  was  90,829,  which  shows  an  increase  of  attendance  this 
year  of  1,084.  Had  all  the  schools  resumed  their  sessions  the 
aggregate  attendance  as  above  reported  would  probably  have 
been  3,000  greater,  which  is  about  equal  to  the  attendance  of 
schools  that  failed  to  reopen  last  September. 

• 

The  new  building  in  the  Twelfth  Ward  was  opened  for  the 
registration  of  pnpils  on  the  6th  inst.,  and  on  Monday  last  com- 
menced its  sessions  with  an  attendance  of  250  pupils  in  the  Male 
Department,  186  in  the  Female  Department,  and  501  in  the 
Primary  Department.  The  attendance  in  the  Grammar  Depart- 
ment of  No.  43  has  been  reduced  about  one-half  by  the  opening 
of  this  school. 

The  condition  of  the  school  buildings  and  premises  as  to  re- 
pairs and  cleanliness  is  reported  as  generally  very  satisfactory. 
Grammar  School  No.  17  is,  however,  excepted,  the  Janitor  of 
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that  school,  as'is  reported  to  rae,  not  having  attended  properly 
to  the  cleaning  of  the  building  under  his  care. 

A  considerable  number  of  the  school  rooms  are  overcrowded, 
especially  among  the  Primary  Departments  :  and  in  the  Eleventh, 
Seventeenth,  Nineteenth  and  Twenty-second  Wards,  more  than 
1,000  pupils  were  refused  admission  for  the  want  of  accommo- 
dation. In  some  of  the  schools  of  these  wards  it  will  be  neces- 
sary  to  transfer  pupils  from  the  Primary  to  the  Grammar  De- 
partments before  completing  the  primary  course  of  instruction. 

Of  2,417  regular  teachers  employed  by  the  Board  in  the 
schools  above  referred  to,  2,337  were  present  for  duty  on  the  day 
of  opening. 

The  order,  general  appearance,  organization,  Ac,  of  the 
schools,  as  manifested]  during  these  visits,  are  reported  as  in 
general  very  satisfactory.

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report

of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  the  6th 
to  the  14th  of  September,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  was  326. 

Of  this  number  86  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  121  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving  119 
truants  and  non -attendants,  of  which  number  105  have  been 
placed  in  school  and  14  withdrawn  from  school. 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn  from 
school,  7  have  gone  to  work  and  7  left  the  city. 

Appended  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement. 

The  Police  Commissioners  having  refused  to  detail  the  five  men 
who  were  on  duty  up  to  the  1st  day  of  July  last,  as  Agents  of 
Truancy,  I  respectfully  request  your  Board  to  take  into  consider 
ation  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  number  of  the  Agents  of 
Truancy.  The  Nineteenth,  Twenty-second  and  Twelfth  Wards, 
constituting  the  7th  school  district,  embrace  an  area  of  territory 
as  large,  if  not  larger,  than  the  remaining  portion  of  the  city  (ex- 
clusive of  the  annexed  district),  and  contains  over  26,000  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  8  and  14  years. 

This  large  district  has  but  one  agent,  and  it  is  a  physical  im- 
possibility for  him  to  do  very  efFective  work.  I  feel  constrained 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  subject  in  order  that  this  district,  as 
well  as  the  8th  (which  has  an  equally  large  extent  of  territory), 
may  be  subdivided  and  agents  assigned  to  the  subdivisions,  thus 
enabling  your  Superintendent  more  effectually  to  enforce  the 
laws.

EBPOBTS   OF  STANDING  OOMMITTEES. 

Commissioner  Dowd  presented  a  report  from  the  Finance 
Committee,  submitting  the  annual  estimate  for  school  moneys  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1876,  as  follows: 
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To  the  Boojrd  of  Echicai/ion :  , 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  that  the  comma- 
nications  from  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  call- 
ing for  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  moneys  that  will  be 
required  by  the  Board  for  public  school  purposes,  for  1876, 
together  with  that  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  reference  to 
the  same  subject,  and  calling  attention  to  the  necessity  of  exer- 
i^ising  strict  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  afiPairs  of  the 
City  Government,  have  received  from  your  Committee  attentive 
•consideration. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  especially  directed 
to  the  purpose  of  confining  the  estimate  to  the  lowest  sum,  with 
which,  under  the  present  arrangements  of  the  Board,  can  possibly 
be  conducted,  such  an  extensive  and  growing  institution. 

To  reduce  it  below  that  apportioned  for  1875  will  be  found, 
upon  a  study  of  the  several  items  forming  the  estimate,  imprac- 
ticable without  first  contracting  its  established  scope,  a  process 
which  would  probably  be  so  detrimental  as  to  excite  the  disap- 
probation of  the  citizens  most  interested  in  the  support  and 
perfect  development  of  this  justly  popular  system  of  education, 
so  well  adapted  to  the  various  conditions  and  grades  of  our  city 
population. 

The  details  of  the  estimate  have  been  arrived  at  by  consulta- 
tions with  the  several  Committees  of  the  Board,  and  the  sums 
named  are  considered  to  be  the  least  that  will  be  required  for 
the  purposes  to  which  they  are  to  be  applied. 

The  demand  for  more  school  buildings  m  the  up-town  dis- 
tricts, which  has  been  pressed  upon  the  Board  with  such  persis- 
tent reiteration,  is  responded  to  in  the  estimate  by  a  provision 
for  erecting  two  buildings,  and  enlarging  one  in  the  7th  District, 
and  for  erecting  one  building  in  the  8th  District. 
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The  sum  named  for  the  Balaries  of  the  teachers  and  others  is 
based  upon  the  present  by-laws  of  the  Board  governing  the  com- 
pensation of  these  employees,  and  though  slightly  in  advance  of 
last  year  in  the  aggregate  sum,  is  barely  sufficient  to  cover  the 
present  pay-rolls. 

As  the  Board  does  not  employ  any  "  supernumaries,  unneces- 
sary officers,  clerks,  or  other  employees,'*  and  allows  no  "  exor- 
bitant salaries,"  no  reduction  can  be  made  in  this  respect. 

A  resolution  embracing  the  estimates  is  submitted  herewith 
for  your  consideration.

The  Pbesident  laid  before  the  Board  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Truancy,  as  follows :  y 

Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Truancy,  ) 

New  York,  October  6,  1875.    J 

To  ihb  Board  of  Education : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  Sept 
15th  to  Oct.  5th,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  agents  is  873. 
Of  this  number  278  were  kept  from  sohool  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  194  whose  residence  could  not  bo  found,  leaving  401 
truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  865  have  been 
placed  in  school,  8  committed  to  care  of  Commissioners  of 
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Charities  and  Corrections,  1  committed  to  care  of  Society  for 
Reformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  27  withdrawn  from 
school. 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn  from 
school  10  have  gone  to  work,  11  left  the  city,  4  been  placed  in 
Juvenile  Asylum,  and  2  placed  in  Catholic  Protectory. 

Appended  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement. 

On  the  22d  of  September  I  addressed  the  following  communi- 
cation to  the  Police  Commissioners  of  this  city : 

Office  of  the  Board  of  Education,  ) 
New  York  City,  Sept.  22,  1875.     ) 

To  the  Police  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  New  York : 

Gentlemen — I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  Sec.  8  of 
Chap.  42 1  of  the  Laws  of  1 874 ;  also  to  Sec.  1 1  of  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  Board  of  Education,  made  in  conformity  therewith, 
and  request  that  you  have  an  order  issued  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  that  will  embrace  the  following  points  : 

That  each  Police  oflScer,  when  he  finds  children  upon  the 
streets  between  the  hours  of  9  and  3  o'clock  "  of  any  school  day 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  New  York,"  shall  obtain 
their  names,  together  with  the  names  of  their  parents  and  their 
place  of  residence,  and  report  the  same  daily  to  the  Captain  of 
his  Precinct. 

That  each  Captain  of  Police  shall  make  a  speciarwritten  daily 
report  of  such  children  found  on  the  streets  to  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Police,  which  report  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Truancy,  with  authority  to  take  a  copy  of 
the  same  if  required. 
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Also,  that  your  officers  on  duty  be  required  to  diBperse  boji 
that  are  over  14  years  of  age  (over  whom  I  have  no  joriediction) 
when  found  congregating  in  crowds  on  the  streets  or  at  public 
places,  as  they  tend  largely  ^to  encourage  truancy  among  the 
younger  boys  who  otherwise  would  attend  school  regularly. 

If  you  will  have  the  above  enfcffced,  I  feel  that  much  good 
will  result  therefrom ;  it  cannot  in  any  way,  I  think,  interfere 
with  the  duties  of  an  officer  on  post,  and  will  greatly  assist  me 
in  enforcing  the  Compulsory  Education  Law,  as  I  will  then  be 
able  to  find  just  the  class  of  children  the  law  is  aimed  at.

In  response  to  my  communication  the  Police  CommissionerB,  at 
their  meeting  held  Oct.  5,  1875,  adopted  the  following  ruleSi 
which  have  to-day  been  promulgated  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Police  to  the  force  imder  his  command : 

BuLE  390.  Whenever  any  officer  of  the  police  force,  while  on 
patrol  duty,  shall  find  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
fourteen  years  in  the  streets  between  the  hours  of  nine  A.  M.  and 
three  P.  M.  of  any  school  day  of  the  Public  School  days  of  New 
York,  they  shall  obtain  their  names  and  the  names  of  their 
parents  or  guardians,  and  place  of  residence,  and  report  them  to 
the  Captain  of  his  Precinct.  The  officer  shall,  on  taking  the 
names  of  the  children,  direct  them  to  go  to  school,  and  warn 
them,  if  found  on  the  street  again  during  school  hours,  they  will 
be  liable  to  arrest. 

EuLE  391.  Each  Captain  or  Sergeant  of  Police  in  command 
of  a  Precinct  shall  make  a  daily  report  to  the  Superintendent  of 
such  children  so  reported  to  him,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  t^e  Superintendent  of  Truancy. 
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Rule  392.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  a  precinct, 
while  on  patrol  duty,  to  disperse  all  crowds  of  boys  over  14  years 
of  age  who  may  be  found  loitering  at  the  comers  or  upon  the 
streets  or  near  public  places,  obstructing  the  highway  or  the  en- 
trance to  public  or  private  buildings.

To  the  Honorahle  the  Board  of  Education  ; 

Gentlemen — As  required  by  law  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that,  during  the  mouth  preceding  this  date,  I  have  directed  the 
usual  annual  examination  of  all  the  Corporate  Schools  under  the 
control  of  the  Board,  in  compliance  with  the  statute  regulation. 

The  following  schools  have  been  visited  for  this  purpose,  name- 
ly :  those  of  the  New  York  Orphan  Asylum,  the  Protestant  Half- 
Orphan  Asylum,  the  House  of  Refuge,  the  Leake  and  Watts' 
Orphan  House,  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum,  the  American  Fe- 
male Guardian  Society,  the  Ladies'  Home  Mipsionary  Society, 
the  Five  Points  House  of  Industry,  the  New  York  Juvenile 
Asylum,  the  Roman  Catholic  Orphan  Asylum,  the  Children's 
Aid  Society  and  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled  ;  in  all,  46  schools. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  on  register  in  these  schools  was 
found  to  be  10,724,  of  whom  8,651  were  examined,  Tho  number 
of  teachers  employed  is  203,  most  of  whom  are  unlicensed  by 
any  officer  of  the  City  or  State.     In  all  other  respects  the  schools 
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The  institutions  with  which  they  are  co 
engaged  in  a  work  of  charity  which  deser 
mendation  and  encoaragement.     The  Fen 
has   12  Bcboola  under  its  care,  and  emp 
Oliildren's  Aid  Society  has  20  schools,  \^ 
ployed.    The  wonk  performed  by  these  soc 
spects,  aoxiliary  to  that  of  the  public  schoo 
are  provided  with  food  and  clothing  and  th 
school,  and  when  their  condition  admits  of 
the  Public  Schools.     The  Children's  Aid  Sc 
schools  for  the  instruction  of  foreign   ehi 
schools  visited  are  exclusively  tor  Italians. 
German  children  or  those  of  German  parent 
children  receive  donations  of  food  and  clothii 
The  system  of  instruction  in  these  schools  is  n 
and  in  the  main  effective. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  undersigned,  th 
have  all  been  visited  and  carefully  inspected 
on  the  4tli  inst.  Previous  to  that  date  10,45 
tered,  and  the  whole  number  enrolled  up  to 
15,724.  Of  these,  the  average  attendance  fo 
10,372,  and  for  the  second  week  10,651,  sho\^ 
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parents  believing  them  to  be  in  regular  attendance  at  school, 
while  they  were  spending  their  time  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere, 
often  with  vicious  and  depraved  associates. 

The  time  at  which  the  Evening  Schools  are  required  to  be 
opened  is  too  early  to  secure  a  punctual  attendance  of  the  pupils; 
indeed,  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  nightly  attendance  is  thus 
punctual.  I  suggest  that  the  time  for  opening  the  male  schools 
be  changed  from  6^  o'clock  to  7^  o'clock,  and  that  the  session 
continue  until  9^  o'clock.  The  pupils  of  these  schools  do  not 
leave  their  work  till  6  P.  M.,  and  of  course  need  an  hour  or  more 
to  prepare  for  attendance  at  school.  A  similar  change  is  needed 
in  the  female  schools. 

The  organization  and  classification  of  the  schools  seem  to  be 
generally  as  good  as  the  circumstances  permit,  and  the  order  and 
discipline,  with  but  few  exceptions,  quite  commendabla  In 
addition  to  the  enrollment  in  the  Evening  Schools  above  re- 
ported, 1,935  pupils  have  been  admitted  into  the  Evening  High 
School,  of  whom  there  has  been  an  average  attendance  during  the 
first  two  weeks  of  the  term  of  1,462.  This  school  is  well  organ- 
ized and  prepared  for  effective  service. 

The  returns  for  the  day  schools  for  September  show  that  there 
were  on  register  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools,  at  the 
olose  of  the  month,  112,757  pupils,  and  that  the  average  attend- 
ance for  the  month  was  100,751.  This  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  4,000  in  the  enrollment,  and  of  4,789  in  the  average 
attendance.  The  principal  increase  has  been  in  the  Twelfth, 
Nineteenth  and  Twenty-second  Wards,  some  of  the  schools  of 
which  are  still  densely  crowded.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
month  at  the  new  school  in  128th  street  was,  in  the  male  depart- 
ment, 26G  ;  in  the  female  department,  206,  and  in  the  primary 
department,  492, — in  the  aggregate,  964.  In  the  new  building 
for  Primary  School  No.  9,  in  the  Seventeenth  Ward,  there  are 
i-till  several  unoccupied  rooms. 
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Appended  to  this  report  is  the  list  of  teachers  in  whose  classes 
the  absenteeism  during  September  was  in  excess  of  twenty  per 
cent.

Of  this  number  109  were  kept  from  sohool  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  67  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leading  279 
truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  266  have^been 
placed  in  school,  4  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Charities  and  Correction,  1  committed  to  care  of  Society  for 
Beformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  8  withdrawn  from 
school. 

Of  the  childi'en  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn  from 
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school  2  have  left  the  city,  1  been  placed  in  Juvenile  Asjlum, 
and  5  placed  in  Catholic  Protectory,

The  total  number  of  children  committed  to  Randall's  Island 
from  March  Ist,  1875,  to  date,  is  41.  Of  this  number  12  have

CHAP.  173. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  care  of  pauper  and  destitute 

children. 

Passed  April  24,  1875,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senatd 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  On  and  after  January  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
police  justice,  or  other  magistrate,  to  commit  any  child  over  three 
and  under  sixteen  years  of  age  as  vagrant,  truant,  or  disorderly, 
to  any  county  poor-house  of  this  State ;  or  for  any  county  super- 
intendent or  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  other  oflScer,  to  send  any 
such  child,  as  a  pauper,  to  any  such  pour-house  for  support  and 
care,  unless  the  child  be  an  unteachable  idiot,  an  epileptic  or 
paralytic,  or  be  otherwise  defective,  diseased  or  deformed,  so  as 
to  render  it  unfit  for  family  care;  but  such  justice  of  the  peace, 
police  justice,  or  other  magistrate,  and  also  such  county  superin- 
tendent or  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  other  officer,  shall  commit  or 
send  such  child  or  children  not  above  exempted  to  some  orphan 
asylum  or  other  charitable  or  reformatory  institution,  as  now 
provided  fur  by  law. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  the 
Poor,  or  other  proper  officers  charged  with  the  support  and  re- 
lief of  indigent  persons  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  in 
which  there  are  county  poor-houses,  to  cause  the  removal  of  all 
children  between  the  age  of  three  and  sixteen  (not  exempted  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act,)  from  their  respective  pcK>r-hoase8, 
on  or  before  the  fir^t  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
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«eventy-Bix ;  and  also  to  cause  the  removal  of  those  who  may 
hereafter  come  under  the  care  and  control,  or  hereafter  be  born 
in  such  poor-houses,  before  they  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of 
three  years,  and  provide  for  their  support  and  care  in  families^ 
orphan  asylums,  or  other  appropriate  institutions,  as  now  pro- 
vided for  by  law ;  and  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several 
counties,  are  hereby  required  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  In 
placing  any  such  child  in  any  such  institution  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  officer,  justice,  or  person  placing  it  there,  to  commit 
such  child  to  an  orphan  asylum,  charitable  or  other  reformatory 
institution  that  is  governed  or  controlled  by  officers  or  persons 
of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the  parents  of  such  child,  as  far  as 
practicable.

Sm — Your  letter  to  me  of  the  6th  iDStant  eDcloses  a  printed 
copy  of  an  Act  entitled  **  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  care 
of  pauper  and  destitute  children,"  passed  April  24th,  1875. 
You  request  my  opinion  in  respect  to  the  effect  of  this  law  on 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Charities 
and  Correction ;  and  also  whether  the  Department  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction  becomes  chargeable  for  the  maintenance 
of  such  children,  provided  places  cannot  be  obtained  for  them 
to  earn  their  own  livelihood. 

I  have  examined  the  Act  transmitted  by  you,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  applies  td  the  City  of  New  York,  and  that  under 
its  provisions  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Charities  and  Correction,  on  or  before  the  1st  January,  1876,  to 
cause  the  removal  of  all  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and 
sixteen,  not  exempted  by  the  first  section  of  the  Act,  from  the 
institutions  under  their  charge ;  and  also  to  cause  the  removal 
of  children  between  those  ages  who  may  hereafter  come  under 
their  care  and  control,  or  may  hereafter  be  born  in  such  institutions 
before  they  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  three  years,  and  to 
provide  for  the  support  and  care  of  all  such  children  in  families, 
orphan  asylums,  or  other  appropriate  institutions.  In  case  places 
cannot  be  found  for  such  children,  or  any  of  them,  where  they 
can  earn  their  own  livelihood,  they  must  be  supported  through 
the  Department  of  Public  Ciiarities  and  Correction  at  the  city's 
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expense,  and  the  funds  necessary  therefor  mnst  be  provided  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  the  usual  manner.

It  shall,  bo  the  duty' of  the  Principal  to  be  in  attendance 
sX  the  school  building  during  two  weeks  previous  to  the  opening 
session  in  the  Male  Schools,  between  the  hours  of  7  and  9^ 
o'clock,  and  in  the  Female  Schools  between  the  hours  of  6^  and 
9  o'clock,  each  evening,  for  the  examination,  registration,  and 
classilication  of  pupils  applying  for  admission."

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  October 
19th  to  the  30th,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  is  626. 

Of  this  number  239  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  121  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving 
266  truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  250  have 
been  placed  in  school,  3  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Society  for 
Beformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  13  withdrawn  from 
school.  ^ 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn 
from  school,  4  have  left  the  city,  4  have  gone  to  work,  and  5  been 
placed  in  reformatory  institutions  by  their  parents.

Commissioner  Wood  presented  a  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Course  of  Study  and  School  Books,  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Education : 

The  Committee  on  Course  of  Studies,  &c.,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred communications  from  the  Trustees  of  the  5th  and  9th 
Wards,  protesting  against  the  recent  action  of  the  Board  in  re- 
organizing the  musical  instruction  in  the  schools,  also  a  Memorial 
signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  Principals  of  the  Grammar  and 
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Prirnaiy  Schools,  presenting  certain  objections  to  the  plan  for 
said  mneical  instraction  as  recently  adopted  by  the  Board,  re- 
spectfully report: 

That. they  have  carefully  considered  the  statements  contained 
in  the  said  papers,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  the  objec- 
tions urged  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant  yoor  Com- 
mittee in  recommending  either  the  rescinding  of  the  by-laws 
in  regard  to  the  teaching  of  music,  as  recently  adopted,  or  any 
considerable  modification  of  the  same. 

The  communications  from  the  Trustees  referred  to  appear  to 
be  merely  protests  against  the  action  of  the  Board,  and  present 
no  reasons  why  the  system  adopted  should  not  be  carried  into 
efTect,  except  that  they,  the  said  trustees,  prefer  the  present  plan. 

The  memorial  of  the  principals  appears  to  be  based,  in  great 
part,  upon  a  misconception  of  the  requirements  of  the  new  sys- 
tem ;  and  the  objections  urged  are  rather  against  certain  details, 
which  appeared  to  the  memorialists  inseparable  from,  instead  of 
incidental  to,  the  carrying  out  of  the  measure.  The  fear  that 
great  additional  labor  and  responsibility  are  to  be  imposed  upon 
the  class  teachers,  and  that  they  are  to  be  required  to  perform  a 
service  not  only  difficult  but  impracticable,  seems  to  have  oper- 
ated very  strongly  upon  the  minds  of  those  principals  who  have 
objected  to  this  measure.  This  apprehension  does  not  seem  to 
bo  well  founded.  The  Assistant  Musical  Directors  are  declared 
by  the  rules  as  adopted  to  be  instructors^  who  are  to  perform  all 
the  duties  previously  performed  by  the  special  teachers  of  music, 
and  the  regular  class  teachers  are  expected  to  give  such  aid  only 
as  may  bo  within  the  scope  of  their  ability,  this  aid  consisting 
chiefly  in  drilling  or  practicing  the  pupils  in  lessons  previously 
given  by  the  Assistant  Directors.  In  order  to  afford  an  oppor- 
tunity to  teachers  to  receive  information  as  to  the  nature  and  re- 
quirements of  those  lessons,  as  well  as  instruction  therein,  as  far 
as  it  may  bo  needed,  these  teachers  are  to  meet  the  Directors  of 
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their  respective  districts  on  Saturdays,  or  after  the  usual  school 
hours  on  any  other  day,  and  spend  with  them  about  an  hour 
each  week.  This  arrangement  certainly  ought  not  to  prove  oner- 
ous or  **  distasteful  "  to  teachers  earnest  to  co-operate  with  the 
Board  in  every  measure  tending  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
schools,  nor  can  your  Committee  believe  that  such  a  request  or 
requirement  emanating  from  the  Board  would  make  the  plan 
"unpopular."  The  fact  that  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  prin- 
cipals of  theschools  have  not  signed  this  memorial  shows  that 
they,  at  least,  have  no  disposition  so  to  regard  it. 

That  it  is  practicable  and  reasonable  to  require  the  class 
teachers  to  give  the  aid  as  proposed  is  shown  by  the  fact,  as  we 
are  informed^  that  in  several  of  the  Wards — particularly  in  the 
4th,  6th,  21st  and  23d — this  plan  is  already  adopted,  so  that  the 
regular  teachers  in  those  Wards  participate  in  the  work  of  musical 
instruction,  and  co-operate  cheerfully  and  effectively  with  the 
special  teachers. 

In  Boston  this  plan  has  been  in  operation  for  several  years, 
and  has  been  followed  with  successful  results.  When  first  pro- 
posed, however,  it  seems  to  have  met  with  the  same  kind  of  ob- 
jections ;  but  they  were  proved  by  experience  to  be  quite  futile, 
— so  much  soj  indeed,  that  one  of  the  Musical  Directors,  in  his 
report  to  the  School  Committee,  in  1869,  made  the  following 
statement,  which  we  think  it  important  to  quote  :  "  In  the  short 
time  within  which  music  has  been  regularly  and  systemaitically 
taugiit  hi  the  classes  under  my  charge,  only  seven  out  of  the  two 
hundred  and  fifty-one  teachers  who  have  come  under  my  obser- 
vations have  proved  themselves  unable  to  do  their  work  satisfac- 
torily. Of  these  seven,  three  exchange  work  with  other  teachers 
at  the  time  of  the  music  lesson,  one  employs  a  teacher  from  out- 
side to  aid  her  in  this  part  of  her  work,  who  is  present  at  the 
time  of  my  visit  to  receive  my  instructions,  while  in  three  rooms 
the  work  is   imperfectly    done.     With   regard  to  the  pru^Kss 
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made  in  different  elapses,  it  varies  in  proportion  to  the  faitbfiil- 
ness  of  the  teacher.  I  find  that  teachers  who  are  regarded  as  su- 
perior in  other  branchee  obtain  the  best  results  in  music  ^  and 
many  of  my  best  teachers  are  among  those  who  had  no  idea  that 
they  could  do  anything  in  music  when  we  commenced." 

The  remark  that  some  of  the  teachers  exchanged  work  with 
other  teachers  at  the  time  of  the  music  lesson  suggests  a  ready 
solution  of  any  difficulty  that  may  arise  from  natural  inability  on 
the  part  of  any  one  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  ;  and  your 
Committee  feel  that  this  is  only  a  matter  of  detail  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  schools  which  the  principals  are  entirely  competent 
to  arrange. 

The  apprehension  that  the  Board  intends  to  withdraw,  in  any 
respect,  the  internal  management  of  the  schools  from  the  princi- 
pals is  without  foundation.  The  instruction  in  music,  as  in 
every  other  subject,  will  be  under  their  immediate  supervision, 
and  it  will  be  expected  that  they  will  see  that  there  is  neither 
any  negligence  nor  inefficiency  in  the  same,  which  they  do  not 
promptly  correct  or  report.  The  methods  of  instruction  employ- 
ed will  also  be  a  matter  over  which  they  will  be  expected  to  ex- 
ercise a  careful  and  intelligent  supervision. 

The  requirement  that  the  City  Superintendent  should  desig- 
nate the  time  of  giving  the  lesson  was  not  intended  as  an  "  inter- 
ference "  on  his  part  with  the  internal  affiiirs  of  tlie  school,  but  as 
a  means  of  establishing  a  general  rule  which  would  protect  the 
interests  of  this  department  of  instruction  in  connection  with 
others.  It  was  shown  to  the  Committee  that  great  diversity  ex- 
isted in  tlie  views  and  sentiments  ol  the  principals  as  to  the  im- 
portance of  musical  instruction,  and  Jience  in  their  mode  of  deal- 
ing with  it  in  their  schools ;  and  this  arrangement  as  to  the  City 
Superintendent  was  designed  to  secure  efficiency  and  uniform- 
ity  in  carrying  out  the  proposed  plan. 
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Nor  is  it  intended,  as  appears  to  be  supposed,  that  the  assis* 
taut  teachers  will  be  responsible  to  the  Musical  Directors,  but, 
as  at  present,  to  the  principals,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  see  that 
the  suggestions  and  directions  of  those  officers  are  properly  car- 
ried into  effect,  and  to  report  any  dereliction  of  duty  in  this 
respect. 

It  is  suggested  by  these  memorialists  that  there  should  be  a 
graded  course  of  instruction  in  music,  and  that  a  careful  super- 
vision should  be  exercised,  but  as  these  constitute  the  essential 
features  of  the  new  system,  this  suggestion,  consequently,  cannot 
be  considered  in  the  light  of  an  objection. 

Your  Committee  have  been  thus  careful  to  review  these  objec- 
tions in  detail — first,  because  they  emanate  from  those  whose 
views,  as  practical  teachers  and  persons  of  experience  in  school 
management,  arc  entitled  to  very  great  consideration,  and, 
secondly,  because  it  has  been  deemed  wise  to  embrace  this  op- 
portunity to  explain  more  in  detail  than  has  hitherto  been  done 
the  particular  features  of  the  new  system. 

As,  independently  of  the  statements  contained  in  the  f)apers 
referred  to  us,  some  objections  have  been  urged  on  the  ground 
of  expense,  your  Committee  would  state  that  they  have  made 
this  a  matter  of  special  consideration ;  and,  upon  inquiry  of 
the  Auditor  of  the  Board,  find  that  musical  instruction  at  pre- 
sent, inclusive  of  the  special  salaries  of  $75  paid  in  certain 
schools,  costs  annually  the  sum  of  $21,000,  while  the  plan  as 
proposed  will  cost  only  $19,000 ;  namely,  $3,000  for  the  salary 
of  the  Musical  Director,  and  $2,000  for  each  of  the  eight  assist- 
ants. Thus  the  Board  will  save  $2,000  by  the  adoption  of  this 
system  ;  and  your  Committee  cannot  but  believe  that,  should  the 
instrumentalities  selected  to  carry  it  into  effect  prove  competent 
for  the  required  service,  there  will  be  a  great  improvement  in 
the  results  attained.

Gkntlei^en — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  repor 
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of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  Novem- 
ber Ist  to  the  16th,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  is  777. 

Of  this  number  295  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  184  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving 
298  truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  279  have 
been  placed  in  school,  2  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction,  1  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Society  for  Reformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  16 
withdrawn  from  school. 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn 
from  school,  5  have  left  the  city,  7  have  gone  to  work,  3  been 
placed  in  Juvenile  Asylum,  and  1  placed  in  Catholic  Pro- 
tectory.

To  tfie  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education  : 

Gentlemen — As  required  by  law,  I  herewith  report  that 
daring  the  month  preceding  this  date,  the  schools  of  the  Second, 
Ninth  and  Sixteenth  Wards,  and  the  Colored  schools  have  been 
visited  and  examined,  with  the  following  general  results : 

Of  247  classes  examined,  the  instruction  in  135  was  found  to 
have  been  excellent  \  in  89  good\  in  17  fair ;  and  in  ft  indiffer- 
ent or  had.  The  discipline  in  all  these  classes-  is  reported  aa 
either  excellent  or  good^  except  in  eleven,  in  which  it  waa 
found  to  be  only  fair.  In  19  of  the  28  schools  examined^ 
the  general  management  i» reported  as  eoDcdlerU ;  in-  7  good;  in  1 
fair^  and  in  1  (Colored  School  No.  1,  Male  Department)  had. 

The  prevailing  fault  in  the  general  management  of  the  schoola^ 
is  a  too  hurried  promotion  of  the  pupils  of  the  three  higher 
grades,  with  an  occasional  disregard  of  the  requirements  of  fehe 
Course  of  Instruction  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

On  this  account  many  of  the  pupils  pass  into  the  first  grade 
without  adequate  preparation.  The  regulations  in  regard  to  the 
assignment  of  lessons  for  home  study  have  in  a  few  cases  been 
also  somewhat  disregarded. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Grammar  School  No.  S5^  and  Pri- 
mary School  No.  7,  is  such  as  to  require  immediate  attention. 
Grammar  School  No.  3  is  excessively  crowded,  particularly  in 
the  Primary  Department,  in  which  it  is  reported  by  the  examin- 
ing officer  that  89  pupils  are  kept  during  a  part  of  each  session 
under  the  gallery.    I  suggest  that  a  peremptory  rule  be  enacted 
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by  the  Board  to  prevent  the  principals  of  schools  from  admitting- 
a  larger  number  of  pupils  into  their  schools  than  can   be   pro- 
perly accommodated.     Tlie  rule  limiting  the  nnmber'of  pupils  in 
a  class  to  seventy-iive  IB  frequently  disregarded  by  some  of  the 
principals  of  Primary  Departments  and  Schools,  even  after  their 
attention  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  fact. 

I  would  also  suggest  a  rule  to  regulate  the  discharge  of  pupils 
from  the  schools.  Children  are  sometimes  dismissed  for  trifling 
causes ;  and  in  many  cases  parents  are  required  to  take  their 
children  from  the  schools,  although  they  have  not  been  legally 
and  properly  suspended  in  accordance  with  the  rule  prescribed 
by  the  Board.  An  authoritative  declaration  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  principals  in  this  regard  appears  to  be  needed  to  pre- 
vent a  very  general  abuse. 

The  monthly  reports  from  the  several  schools  for  October  last 
show  a  register  number  of  pupils  of- 114,883  and  an  average  at- 
tendance of  109,028.  This  shows  an  increase  of  nearly  6,000  in* 
the  enrollment,  and  nearly  4,000  in  the  attendance  over  those  of 
October,  1874.  The  number  of  days  of  absences  of  teachers  was- 
1354,  or  277  less  than  during  the  same  month  last  year. 

I  append  herewith  the  names  of  all  the  teachers  whose  classes 
show  an  absenteeism  in  excess  of  twenty  per  cent.

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  Novem- 
ber 17th  to  the  30th,  inclusiva 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  bj  the  Agents  was  647. 

Of  this  number  268  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  111  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving 
278  truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  270  have 
been  placed  in  school,  2  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction,  2  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Society  for  Eeformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  4 
withdrawn  from  school. 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn 
from  school,  2  have  left  the  city,  1  has  gone  to  work,  and  1 
sent  to  the  House  of  Refuge.

rents or  guardians  of  absent  pupils  by  means  of  postal  cards, 
which,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  have  been  prepared 
for  that  purpose.  Tour  Committee  are  strongly  impressed  with 
the  need  of  providing  effectual  means  to  prevent  truancy  in  the 
Evening  Schools,  and  hope  that  the  measures  they  have  institut- 
ed will  successfully  accomplish  that  object.

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  followin^j  report 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Truancy  from  Decem- 
ber 1st  to  the  14th,  inclusive. 

The  total  number  of  cases  investigated  by  the  Agents  was  845. 

Of  this  number  414  were  kept  from  school  by  various  minor 
causes,  and  143  whose  residence  could  not  be  found,  leaving 
288  truants  and  non-attendants,  of  which  number  261  have 
been  placed  in  school,  2  conunitted  to  the  care  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Charities  and  Correction,  4  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Society  for  Reformation  of  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  21 
withdrawn  from  school. 

Of  the  children  above  reported  as  having  been  withdrawn 
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from  school,  5  have  left  the  city,  7  gone  to  work,  and  9  been 
placed  in  various  institutions  by  their  parents.

4.  A  set  of  text  booT\S  in  most  general  use,  n  case,  arranged 
by  grades,  with  Teachers'  Manual  and  synoptical  statement  of 
the  prescribed  course  of  instruction. 

5.  School  apparatus  used  in  the  several  grades. 

6.  A  set  of  reportsy  journals  and  documents  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  from  the  date  of  its  organization  to  the  present  time, 
in  separate  case. 

7.  Scholars^  worJc^  to  include  the  following : 

(1.)  Work  of  a  single  school  in  Penmanship^  arranged 
by  classes  or  grades  and  bound  in  a  single  volume. 

(2.)  Work  of  another  school  in  Drawing^  arranged  in  a 
similar  manner. 

(3.)  The  same  in  Composition. 
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(4.)  ExerciBefi  in  SpdUng.  from  a  fichool  or  serai  of 
c\hr,r(:fi,  under  afieigoed  conditions,  and  attested  br  frxuper 
ovcrsfrCTg.

The  paf)(;r  in  all  tlicf^e  exhibits  to  be  of  uniform  size,  the  bind- 
ing [)lain  but  neat,  and  each  volume  to  be  clearly  lettered  so  as  to 
show  its  exH(;t  contents.  As  many  schools  as  possible  to  be  re- 
prcfcntcd  in  thirt  work.  No  miscellaneous  specimens  of  indivi- 
duals to  bo  exhibited.  All  circumstances  of  preparation,  as 
length  of  lestion  or  exercise,  a<;^e  of  pupils,  time  under  instruction, 
etc.,  to  be  fuKy  and  actually  stated. 

To  carry  out  the  above  proi)erly  your  Committee  estimate  that 
an  Hppri'priation  of  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  would  be  necessary; 
and  wliile,  of  course,  the  really  strong  points  of  the  system — its 
I)rncticul  teaching  and  effective  discipline,  could  not  bo  exhibited, 
yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  would  give  to  strangers  some  idea 
of  the  plan,  organization  and  results  of  our  system  of  popular 
education,  and  induce  very  many  to  supplement  their  inspection 
of  these  various  objects  exhibited  by  an  actual  visit  to  the 
schools. 


At  any  rate,  your  Committee  feel  that  it  is  a  point  ot  gresi 
importance  to  bo  considered  whether  among  so  many  of  our 
sister  cities  of  the  Union  who,  for  this  Centennial  World's  Fair, 
are  making  great  effort  to  present  their  school  s}*6tems  as  con- 
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Btitnting  tlio  most  creditable  and  valuable  of  American  institor 
Uons,  the  City  of  New  York  can  be  honorably  found  wanting.

A  certificate  of  any  physician  in  good  standing  in  his  pro- 
fession, stating  that  the  pupil  does  not  require  re-vaccination, 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  agents  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  lien 
of  a  personal  examination."

of  said  assistants,  and  give  the  gist  of  their  observations 
regarding  wliat  they  have  seen,  heard  and  done  in  their 
examinations  of  the  different  schools  under  the  care  of  this 
Board,  and  that  the  report  be  reduced  as  much  as  possible 
to  tabular  forms,  that  it  may  set  forth  results,  as  to  educa- 
tion and  morals,  as  distinctly  as  practicable,  special  attention 
being  given  to  indicate  clearly  the  attainments  of  the  pnpils 
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of  the  Common  Schools,  in  reading,  writing,  and  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic  ;  and  further,  that  it  set  forth  what 
effect,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Superintendent,  has  been 
produced  on  our  Common  Schools  by  the  enforcement  of  the 
Compulsory  Education  Law,  during  the  preceding  year.

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Commissioner  Wrtmobe  presented  the  following  report  from 
the  Gonncil  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce : 

To  the  CharrJyer  of  Commerce  : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  serve  as  a  Council  of  the 
Naatical  School,  respectftilly  submit  the  following,  their  report : 

Under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  authorizing  a  Nautical 
School  as  part  of  the  State  System  of  Education,  the  Board  of 
Education  was  charged  with  the  duty  of  organization  and  respon- 
sible control.  And  the  duties  of  your  committee,  as  defined  by 
the  Act,  are  to  advise  and  co-operate  with  the  Board,  and  to 
visit  and  examine  the  school,  and  make  reports  to  the  Chamber^ 
ivhich  may  transmit  them  or  an  abstract  of  them,  to  the  Superin- 
tondent  of  Public  Instruction,  with  such  recommendations  as 
may  be  thought  advisable. 

The  Board  of  Education,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  appointed  an  Executive  Committee  for  the  care,  govern- 
ment and  management  of  the  School.  With  this  Committee,  of 
which  Mr.  David  Wetmore  is  chairman,  your  Committee  has 
freely  communicated.  And  we  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  the 
untiring  zeal  and  to  the  prudence  and  sagacity  with  which  the 
work  of  organization  and  maintenance  has  been  prosecuted  by 
the  gentlemen  to  whom  it  was  so  intrusted. 

The  preliminary  difficulties  will  be  readily  appreciated.  It 
was  the  proper  aim  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  secure  the 
utmost  efficiency  and  substantial  good  with  the  least  practicable 
expenditure.  But  the  plan  was,  in  this  country  at  least,  new 
and  untried,  the  sailors  being  almost  the  only  class  of  citizens 
for  whom  this  great  commercial  city  had  wholly  failed  to  provide 
instruction.  There  was  need  of  concerted  action  by  separate 
State,  national  and  municipal  authorities^  between  whom  difier- 
ences  of  opinion  might  naturally  arise.     And  the  adjustment  o£ 
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details,  with  due  reference  to  selection  and  regulation  of  pupils, 
as  well  as  to  their  instruction,  involved  questions  as  tD  which 
there  was  doubt  and  solicitude. 

It  is  due  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  the  officers  en- 
gaged by  then>,  to  say  that  their  success  in  overcoming  these 
difficulties  has  exceeded  the  expectation  of  your  Committee. 

By  the  joint  eflEort  of  the  two  Committees,  with  the  aid  of  Hon. 
Henry  J.  Scudder  and  other  members  of  Congress  and  friends  of 
the  movement,  passage  of  an  Act  of  Congress  was  obtained,  em- 
powering the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  detail  for  use  of  nautical 
schools,  in  this  and  other  sea  ports,  vessels  not  needed  for  other 
service,  and  authorizing  the  President  to  detail  officers  of  the 
navy  for  service  as  superintendents  and  instructors. 

Through  the  prompt  and  judicious  exercise  of  these  powers, 
the  sloop  "/SSJ.  Marys'*^  was  detailed  as  the  school  ship  at  this 
port.  And  the  Executive  Committee  secured  the  services  of 
Commander  E.  L.  Phy  thian  as  Superintendent,  and  of  Lieutenant 
Commander  Geo.  H.  Wadleigh  and  Lieutenants  G.  W.  Do  Long 
and  W.  n.  Jaques  as  instructors.  The  first  named  officer  had 
been  an  instructor  in  the  Naval  Academy,  and  the  other  officers 
are  graduates  of  that  institution. 

Under  thetc  auspices  the  school  was  opened  in  December,  1374^ 
from  which  time  it  has  been  in  successful  operation.  The  re- 
ports show  an  average  attendance,  or  membership  of  about  100 
young  pupils  receiving  daily  lessons  and  training.  Their  life  on 
board  ship  has  tended  to  familiarize  it  to  them  as  a  home  and  a 
scene  of  future  labor.  The  coui'se  of  elementary  instruction  is 
thorough,  and  adapted  to  the  needs  of  inteHigont  seamanship, 
and  it  is  calculated  to  equip,  for  future  advancement  in  the 
science  of  navigation,  all  such  as  have  the  patience  and  energy 
requisite  for  such  advancement. 
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Daily  exercise  in  the  handling  of  sails  and  other  evolutions, 
relievingtlie  routine  of  study,  is  efficient  training  for  practical  sea 
duty.  And  regularity  of  hours  and  diet,  and  the  exact  discipline 
of  the  navy,  tempered  to  the  altered  circumstances  of  the  case, 
promote  sound  health,  orderly  habits  and  aptitude  for  intelligent 
obedience,  and,  as  a  consequence,  for  responsible  command. 

In  aid  of  your  Committee,  in  its  visitorial  duty,  Messrs.  Am- 
brose Snow,  Charles  H.  Haswell  and  James  Parker,  all  of  whom 
are  competent  judges,  recently  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
School.  Their  report  is  herewith  submitted.  Their  commen- 
dation of  the  organization,  and  of  the  proficiency  of  the  scholars 
has  strongly  confirmed  your  Committee  in  the  favorable  opinion 
entertained  by  them. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  report  of  Dr.  Burleigh,  the  surgeon 
in  charge,  indicates  a  sanitary  condition  which  few  assemblages 
of  boys  upon  shore  can  favorably  compare  with. 

The  expense  account,  which  has  been  kept  far  below  the  esti- 
mates, forms  no  considerable  burden  upon  the  funds  raised  for 
educational  purposes.  Indeed,  there  is  good  reason  to  expect, 
in  the  restraint  of  the  spirit  of  adventure  within  safe  and  lawful 
bounds,  an  ultimate  pecuniary  gain  far  exceeding  the  costs. 
And  no  danger  of  excess  is  to  be  apprehended  if  the  conserva- 
tism of  the  present  Executive  Committee,  aided  by  the  combina- 
tion with  the  Naval  system,  can  be  continned  in  force. 

Your  Committee  cordially  commend  the  School  and  its  man- 
agement to  the  favor  of  the  Chamber,  and  bespeak  for  them  a 
continuance  of  its  interest  in  their  prosperity.  The  immediate 
achievement  of  striking  results  was  not  to  be  expected.  But 
the  progress  made  gives  promise  of  great  and  far-reaching  good, 
in  the  correction  of  lamentable  ignorance  and  disorder  in  the 
merchant  marine,  and  the  assimilation  of  it  to  other  reputable 
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and  trained  profeseioDB,  and  to  the  orderly  discipline  of  the 
Navy. 

Your  Committee  would  further  respectfully  recommend^ 

1.  That  a  copy  or  abstract  of  this,  report,  if  approved,  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Chamber  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instnio- 
tion. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  be  anthorized  to  receive 
from  respectable  shipowners  and  merchants,  and  transmit  to  the 
l^zecntiye  Committee  or  Superintendent,  applications  for  gradu- 
ates or  pupils  of  the  School,  to  be  taken  into  active  service  in  the 
merchant  marine. 

If  the  latter  recommendation  be  acted  upon,  duo  precaution 
needs  to  be  taken,  on  the  part  of  employers  and  teachers,  to 
place  these  young  sailors  under  command  only  of  just  and 
humane  masters.  This  precaVition  is  needful,  not  with  a  view  to 
undue  favoritiBm,  but  as  a  safeguard  against  such  treatment  as 
will  tend  to  repel  from  the  service  and  react  disastrously  upon 
the  School  itself.

Gentlemen  :  We  have  to  state,  that,  in  compliance  with  your 
request  contained  in  your  letter,  we  have  made  an  examination 
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■of  the  New  York  Nautical  School  Ship,  St.  Marys.  The  day  se- 
lected was  Friday,  October  11th,  1876,  and  invitations  were  is- 
sued by  the  Chamber  to  merchants  and  others  interested  in  ship- 
ping,  a  large  n  amber  of  whom  were  present. 

1st.     Condition  of  the  vessel. 

The  St.  Marys  is  an  old-fashioned  sloop  of  war  of  the  navy, 
with  two  decks,  and  a  third  light  deck  over ;  and  has  substan- 
tially the  same  fittings  that  pertained  to  her  when  she  was  in 
service.  The  rigging  and  sails  are  better  suited  to  a  full  crew 
of  men,  than  a  light  crew  of  boys ;  the  ropes  being  large  and 
blocks  small ;  the  spars  and  sails  heavier  than  would  be  the  case 
with  those  of  a  merchant  vessel  of  the  same  size ;  and  there  are 
none  of  the  labor-saving  appliances  found  on  board  merchant 
Teasels. 

The  vessel  is  very  clean,  and  well-ventilated ;  and  there  are  good 
arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  care  of  the  scholars,  including 
lighting,  and  beating  by  steam. 

2d.  The  Superintendent,  Commander  B.  L.  Phythian,  U.  S. 
N.,  is  a  gentleman  of  experience  as  an  instructor  at  the  Naval 
Academy ;  and  his  assistants  Lieutenant-Commander  Oeorge  JEL. 
AVadleighj  and  Lieutenants  G.  W.  DeLong  and  W.  H.  Jaques 
are  graduates  of  that  institution,  and  are  all  well  fitted  for  their 
present  duties. 

The  Examination  conHatedy 

1st.     Of  an  inspection  of  the  scholars. 

When  so  many  boys  are  to  be  kept  together,  great  attention 
is  necessary  to  give  them  good  habits  in  regard  to  personal  clean- 
liness. This  inspection  shows  tliat  this  duty  has  been  well  per- 
formed. All  the  boys  were  well  clad,  and  very  clean,  and  orderly 
in  their  personal  appearance. 
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2d.  Of  tlie  proficiency  of  the  scholars  in  the  i>erformance 
and  knowledge  of  the  evolutions. 

The  Exercises  consisted^ 

a.  Loosing  sails. 

h.  Making  sail. 

0,  Eeefing  and  hoisting. 

d.  Shaking  out  reefs. 

e.  Furling  sails. 

f.  Use  of  boats  and  oars. 

The  sails  handled,  were  fore,  main,  and  mizzen  top-sails,  and 
topgallant  sails. 

As  already  stated,  the  day  was  exceedingly  unpleasant ;  and, 
although  it  did  not  rain  hard,  the  weather  was  just  wet  enough 
to  stiffen  up  cordage  and  sails,  and  make  the  decks  slippery ;  bat 
notwithstanding  this,  all  the  above  evolutions  were  performed 
within  one  hour ;  which,  under  the  circumstances,  would  have 
been  fair  work  for  a  reasonably  drilled  crew  of  men. 

3d.  Making  knots,  splices  and  bends,  worming,  parceling  and 
serving  ;  and  generally  doing  such  things  as  are  required  in  the 
daily  experience  of  the  sailor,  with  the  cordage  and  hauling  linos 
of  the  vessel;  also  touching  their  knowledge  of  the  diflFerent 
parts  of  the  sails  and  the  use  of  those  parts ;  heaving  the  lead  : 
use  of  compasses  ;  marks  on  lead  and  log-lines,  &c.,  &c. 

In  all  these  the  boys  seemed  well-instructed  ;  displaying  more 
or  less  proficiency,  according  to  their  length  of  service,  and  apt- 
ness for  such  work. 

4th.  Inspection  of  the  Provisions,  Dispensary  and  Hoepita) 
Arrangements. 
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Upon  this  subject  wc  have  to  say,  that  the  rations  were  all  of 
the  best  quality,  and  ample  in  quantity ;  and  the  cooking,  and 
mess  arrangements,  are  ample  and  well  ordered. 

A  report,  showing  the  amount  and  kinds  of  food  issued,  is 
attached  hereto. 

The  dispensary  and  hospital  arrangements  are  under  the  direc- 
tion and  care  of  Doctor  D.  C.  Burleigh,  of  the  Navy,  and  are  of 
the  same  character  as  those  of  the  United  States  Naval  Service. 
Nothing  can  be  desired  in  this  particular  ;  and  the  general  health 
of  the  ship  during  tlie  past  year,  as  exemplified  by  the  Heport  of 
the  Surgeon  hereto  attached,  is  the  best  criterion  by  which  to 
judge. 

5th.     General  Efiiciency  and  Discipline. 

In  these  respects  the  ship  is  well  ordered.  The  various  evolu- 
tions were  characterized  by  promptness.  The  boys  seemed  re- 
spectful towards  the  Superintendent  and  his  assistants ;  and  from 
personal  inquiry  of  the  boys,  we  are  well  satisfied,  that  the  dis- 
cipline of  shipboard  life  has  been  tempered  with  proper  consid- 
eration for  the  governed. 

The  boys  expressed  themselves  satisfied,  and  content  with  their 
experience  in  the  past ;  and  are  looking  hopefully  forward  to 
their  future. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  Council  should 
be  gratified  with  the  progress  made;  and  that,  in  the  future, 
New  York  will  have  ample  cause  to  be  proud  of  her  Nautical 
School.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Boanrd  of  Education : 

The  Finance  Committee  herewith  submit  the  annual  statement 
of  the  financial  operations  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1875,  as 
transcribed  from  the  auditor's  accounts.  It  includes,  in  a  separate 
exhibit,  the  transactions  duiing  the  year,  for  the  liquidation  of 
the  indebtedness  of  1874;  the  existing  liabilities  for  that  year, 
and  the  resources  for  their  discharge.  The  smn  placed  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  at  the  disposition  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  for  the  purposes  of  "  public  instruction  "  in 
1875,  was  three  million  six  hundred  and  fifty-thi*ee  thousand 
dollars  ($3,653,000),  an  increase  over  the  original  apportionment 
of  seventy  thousand  dollars  ($70,000.00)  which  sum  was  trans- 
ferred, at  the  request  of  this  Board,  from  the  one  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars  ($130,000.00),  of  the  fund  for  1874,  re- 
linquished in  April  last,  to  enable  the  Board  to  re-erect  Grammar 
School  Building  No.  36,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  June, 
1875.  The  payments  made  from  this  fund,  by  vouchers  sent  to 
the  Comptroller,  for  the  purposes  of  the  public  schools,  aggregate 
three  million  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ($3,2»>7,981.89) 
the  sum  disbursed  to  the  Corporate  Schools,  by  apportionment, 
is  one  hundred  and  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  dol- 
lars and  ninety-three  cents  ($103,1 1 2.93),  making  the  total  pay- 
ments three  million  three  hundred  and  seventy  one  thousand  and 
ninety-four  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  ($3,371,094.82),  and 
leavinc'  a  balance  for  the  discharge  of  all  existing  claims  of  two 
hundred  and  eighty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  dollars 
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and  eighteen  cents  ($281,905.18).  The  amount  of  these  dauns  to 
be  paid  from  this  sum  is,  in  round  nimibers,  one  hundred  and 
seventy  thousand  dollars  ($170,000.00),  which  is  so  favorable  in 
comparison  with  the  balance  of  the  fund  as  to  admit  of  a  trans- 
fer from  it  of  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00), 
for  the  purposes  of  1876. 

In  this  connection,  attention  is  invited  to  the  statement  pre- 
sented by  the  "  general  account,"  to  which  the  balances  of  appro- 
priations for  1874,  not  required,  have  been  transferred,  which 
shows  a  credit  balance  of  sixty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  dollars  ($67,878.00)  over  and  above  all  obliga- 
tions for  that  year ;  the  conservative  character  of  the  Board  in 
the  management  of  the  funds  allotted  to  it  is  evident  in  the  re- 
sults thus  exhibited. 

The  expenditures  for  the  support  of  the  Nautical  School,  Com- 
pulsory Education,  Supplies,  Fuel,  Gas,  and  incidental  expendi- 
tures of  the  Board  itself,  are  much  less  than  the  estimates  and 
appropriations,  while  those  for  the  salaries  of  professors  and  tu- 
tors in  the  Normal  College  and  Schools,  and  for  Janitors  of 
Ward  Schools,  are  more.  These  differences  will  be  adjusted  by 
transfers  of  the  amounts  as  dii-eeted  by  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  this  statement  be  printed  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Board  for  1875,  and  in  the  Annual  Report.
